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SAYS THE PROTECTION 
POLICY IS IN DANGER 


Senator 0. H. Piatt Fears Its 
Friends Will Do It Injury. 


Declares If Republicans Deal Unfairly 
with Cuba, There Will Be an Upris- 
ing Against Its Tariff Principles.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—‘I think,’ said 
Senator Orville H. Platt of Connecticut to- 
night, “‘ that the cause of protection is now 
in far more danger of being wounded in 
the house of its friends than it ever was in 
Ganger of being injured by its enemies.” 
This statement was made by the Con- | 
necticut Senator in the course of a con- 
versation on the subject of Cuban réci- 
procity, in which he declared unequivocally 
in favor of that scheme. Mr. Platt went 
on to declare his belief that in the event 
the Republican Party does not deal fairly 
by the Cubans, the result will be an up- | 
rising against the whole principle of pro- } 
tection which will be most injurious to | 
party prospects. He showed clearly that in 
favoring the cause of the Cubans he was } 
not only acting in accordance with what | 
he believes to be right and fair, but was 
|

also acting for what he considered the best 
interests of his party. 

Politicians here say the importance of 
Senator Platt taking this stand can hardly 
be overestimated. He one of the half 
dozen Senators who practically control the 
deliberations of that body. He is one of 
the leaders of the Senate, and, besides, he 
represents a tobacco-growing State and is 
taking an attitude which in the case of a 
man whose position was less fully assured 
than his, might lead to trouble. 

When he declares for Cuban reciprocity, 
not only because he thinks it is right, but 
because he fears for fhe whole policy of 
protection unless something is done, and 
this in opposition to the policy of his sec- 
tion of the country, it is bound to have a 
great effect, and all the more because Mr. 
Piatt has hitherto been an uncompromising 
cpponent of the slightest attempt to inter- 
fere with such matters. 

Mr. Platt was credited with having in- 
duced by President McKinley in 1900 to re- 
verse himself on the Porto Rican “ plain 
cuty”’ policy, and decide against the pro- 
position for free trade with that island. 


FOR ANNEXATION OF CUBA. 


Representative Newlands Introduces 
Joint Resolution to Invite Island to 
Become a Territory and 
Then a State. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Representative 
Newlands, (Dem., Nevada,) who was the 
author of the resolution annexing Hawaii, 
introduced to-day a joint resolution invit- 
ing the Republic of Cuba to become a part 
of the United States, first as a Territory 
and then as a State of the Union, to be 
walled the State of Cuba; also authorizing 
a 25 per cent. reduction of duty on the 
present crop of Cuban sugar in considera- 
tion of Cuba's granting preferential rates 

to the United States. 

The resolution confines the 25 per cent. 
reduction to the period prior to Jan. 1, 1903. 
The provision as to annexation is as fol- 
lows: 

“That in the meantime the Republic 


Cuba is invited to become a part 
United States of America, and 
to become citizens of the United States, 
with the assurance that Cuba will be en. 
titled at first to a Territorial form of Gov- 
ernment under the Constitution and laws 
of the United States, with a Delegate in 
Congress to represent her people, and that 
ultimate Statehood will be granted when 
in the judgment of Congress it is advisable 
to admit Cuba, including such other West 
Indian islands belonging to the United 
States as may he deemed advisable, as a 
Singie State in the Union, to be called the 
State of Cuba.”’

Positions of the Larger Forces—Burgh- 
ers Succeed in Penetrating 
British Lines.

| the steady progress toward the goal de- 


sired by the British is maintained, and is 
not likely to be affected by anything but 
the death or capture of the Boer lead- 
ers. Even the capture of Botha and De 
Wet would not exert much influence 
save in their immediate spheres of activ- 
ity, but the weakening of resistance in 
any one district would enable the British 
to concentrate larger forces elsewhere. 
The correspondent says that, as in the 
case of Gen. Ben Viljoen, chance consti- 
tutes the main element in the capture of 
Boer leaders, because of the care they 
take of their personal security. 

The operations of the British north of 
the Delagoa railway line have caused a 
concentration of scattered groups in the 
neighborhood Pilgrim's Rest, under 
Schoeman. Trichardt, it is declared, en- 
courages the Boers in that district by 
means of lies about peace and indepen- 
dence. He has his headquarters at Ster- 
kampsberg, and commands a force of 
250. Muller, with 200 men, is twenty- 
five milesc north of Belfast. Beyers is 
east of Pietersburg. 

South of the Delagoa line the Boers 
under Piet Viljoen and Prinsloo have

In the Eastern Transvaal the Boers 
are split up into small commandos, the 
largest consisting of 300 men under 
Britz. Discontent is finding vent in 
{ frequent memorials to Gen. Botha to 
end the struggle. 

In the Orange River Colony the block- 
house lines from Heilbron to Botha’'s 
Pass, and from Kroonstadt to Harri- 
smith have been completed. The Boers, 
including Gen. De Wet} are kept con- 
stantly moving. De Wet can concen- 
trate from 800 to 1,000 men in twenty- 
four hours. 

The appearance of Boers in the mid- 
lands of Cape-Colony is regarded as a 
temporary raid. In the limitless west-

THE HAGUE, Feb. 6.—As an outcome of 
conferences held here, the Boer delegates

denying the statement that they have had 
no instructions from South Africa since 
March, 1900. The delegates affirm that 
they possess plenary powers still in full 
force. They declare that the British reply 
to the Dutch note proves that the only 
object of Great Britain is the extermina- 
tion of the Boer Nation, and is a further 
obstacle to any idea on the part of the 
delegation of applying to the British Gov- 
ernment for safe conducts or anything 
It is understood that the Boer dele- 
gates, with Dr. Leyds, will have another 
conference with Mr. Kruger to-day. 

It is rumored here that Dr. Kuyper, the 
Premier, will request the use of the cables 
in order to sound Mr. Steyn, ex-President 
of the Orange Free State, respecting the 
waiving of independence, and to induce Mr. 
Steyn and Mr. Schalk-Burger to issue _a 
proclamation recognizing the right of the 
delegates in Europe’to represent the repub- 
lics in any negotiations. 

Mr. Wessels, in an interview, insists that 
there can be no valid negotiations without 
the concurrence of the Boer delegates in 
Europe. Like the other Boer leaders here, 
he seems convinced that neither Steyn, 
Schalk-Burger, nor the Boer Generals will 
approach Lord Kitchener with peace over- 
tures.

A young man was badly, perhaps fatally, 
hurt last night in the bridge crush at the

So great was the jam 
mass of struggling people that the police 
were for a time absolutely unable to make 
headway against the crowd in their at- 
tempts to rescue him. It happened at the 
time when the rush of people hurrying to 
their Brooklyn homes is the heaviest, and 
it is thought that the new system of hand- | 
ling the passergers for the bridge and ele- | 
vated trains had something to do with the 4 
extraordinarily large number of people who | 
sought to go across the structure by way | 
of the trolley cars. ‘ 

The man hurt was in such an exhausted 
state that the hospital doctor who atiend 
ed him refrained from asking him many 
questions. It is known, however, that 
name Charles Jacob, nineteen years 
old, of 50 Central Avenue, Brooklyn, where 
he lives with his parents. 

Jacob was standing at the No. 1 loop at 
the Manhattan end of the bridge about 6:15 
P. M., and was waiting for a Park Avenue 
car. It is estimated that there were about 
~00 people gathered at this one track alone, 
and when the Flushing Avenue car came 
in there was a tremendous rush to get to 
the car. Men and women fought with’ each 
other in their mad haste to get to the nar- 
row steps of the car. The policemen and 
rapid transit Inspectors stationed at that 
track endeavored vainly to stem the tide 
and keep people from getting in the way 
of other cars. Jacob was picked up by the 
rush and swept off his feet, and it is said 
by eye witnesses that at first he was lit- 
erally carried along on the shoulders of the 
crowd. 

Then there came a surge of the mass of 
to the pave- 
ment through an opening, striking, it is 
thought, his head, and before any one could 
assist him to his feet he was trampled 
upon by scores of people. Policeman 
Michell saw that a man was down, and his 
attention was called to the spot by the 
shouts and screams of men and women. 
The policeman anade his way through the 
crowd, and in so doing his helmet and belt 
were torn off. After struggling with the 
crowd he managed to pick Jacob up from 
the pavement, where he lay bleeding and 
semi-conscious. He carried him to the tem- 
porary hospital which the bridge authorities 
have fitted up for emergencies. 

Officer Meehan sent in a hurry call for an 
ambulance. Dr. Corwin of the Hudson 
Street Hospital found that Jacob had sus- 
tained a fracture of both lower bones of the 
right leg and probable fractures of the toes 
of the same foot. Jacob's hands and face 
were also hurt, and he was covered with 
blood. It is not known whether he had 
sustained any interna! injuries, but it was 
said at the Hudson Street Hospital last 
night that the man was in a very serious 
condition. The policeman, although much 
shaken up, was not injured. 
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BANK ROBBERS KILL SHERIFF. 


Get $6,000 from Clarksville (A«k.) Con- 
cern and Shoot the Man Who 
Tried to Arrest Them. 
CLARKSVILLE, Ark., Feb. 5.—Robbers 
early to-day blew open the sufe of the Bank 
of Clarksville with dynamite, secured a sum 
estimated at $6,000, killed John Powers, 
Sheriff of Johnson County, who attempted 
to capture them, and escaped before the 

citizens were aware of their presence. 
The robbers tied their horses outside 
of the town and made their way unob- 


After gaining entrance 
they destroyed the safe with dynamite, se- 
cured all the money available, and made 
their way to the street. There they were 
confronted by Sheriff Powers, who opened 
fire upon them; the robbers returned the 
fire, using both revolvers and Winchesters. 
Powers stood his ground and emptied two 
revolvers before he was killed. When citi- 
zens arrived a little later Powers was dead 
and there was no trace of the robbers ex- 
cept a trail of blood chat indicated that the 
Sheriff had wounded one or perhaps more 
of his assailants. 


JAPANESE TROOPS’ HEROISM. 


Men Who Lost Their Way in the Mount- 
ains Preserved Discipline to the 
End—i05 Bodies Recovered.

LONDON, Feb. 6.—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Times says 105 corpses 
of soldiers of the Avomari deatchment, 
which was lost in the snow, have been 
recovered. The search was interrupted 
by violent snowstorms. 

The purpose of the ill-fated expedition 
was to ascertain the possibility of utiliz- 
ing the inland route for recovering the 
command of the coastwise railway_ if 
that line should be seized by an enemy | 
landing on the northern shore. Failing 
such possibility, there would be danger 
that the Avomari garrison would be iso- 
lated from the defense of the Northeast- 
ern Province. 

The pioneers having successfully ex- 
plored the route, the expedition seemed 
safe, but the soldiers were overtaken 
by snowstorms and lost their way in 
the mountains. ‘ 

The men preserved discipline and 
obeyed orders until the end. Fourteen 
carried the commander to a place of 
shelter, and seven of these perished.

The list of injured might be extended to 
seventy-five or one hundred, as there were 


many people in the neighborhood who sus- 
tained slight injuries from flying glass or 
slight bruises caused by falls, but whose 
names have not been reported. 

Only one of the bodies of the dead has 
been recovered. All that is known of the 
fate of the other twelve reported dead is 
that they are thought to have been—the 
most of them are known to have been 
the demolished houses, and since the 
plosion no trace of them has been found. 

The cause of the explosion is unknown 
and it has not yet been determined whether 
it was sewer gas or illuminating gas.

TREASURY SURPLUS DEPOSITS. 


Representative Pugsley Would Have 


Them Placed in Small Na- 


tional Banks, 
Special to The New 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—A bill to desig- 
nate governmental despositories for surplus 
funds of the United States Treasury was 
introduced in the House to-day by Repre- 
sentative Cornelius A. Pugsley of the Stx- 
teenth District of New York. Mr. Pugsley 
is the President of the Westchester County 
National Bank, one of the oldest institu- 
tions in New York State. 

The bill provides that the Secretary of 
the Treasury may in his discretion deposit 
with National banks having a capital of 
not less than $100,000 and a surplus and 
undivided profits of a like amount, such 
portion of the surplus funds in excess of 
$50,000,000 as may from time to time be in 
the Treasury. These deposits may be made 
without requiring United States bonds as 
security, but shall not exceed to any one 
bank 50 per cent. of the combined capital, 
surplus, and undivided profits of the bank 
in which the funds are so deposited. The 
Secretary is authorized to charge and col- 
lect interest at a rate to be determined 
by him, not to be less than 2 per cent. per 
annum, however, and he is given the 
power to recall and demand payment of the 
funds deposited. As a matter of security, 
the deposits are made a first lien on the 
assets of the bank. 

Tn speaking of his bill Mr. Pugsley said: 

‘A bill has been introduced in the Hause 
of Representatives directing the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to deposit all surplus 
funds belonging to the United States Gov- 
ernment with National banks having a cap- 
ital of not less than $500,000 and a surplus 
of not less than $500,000. The result of this 
measure would be to place the surplus 
funds of the Treasury in comparatively few 
banks throughout the country. 

“Criticism has been made that in the 
smaller institutions the safety of the funds 
and the quick return of the same would 
not be as certain as in the larger institu- 
tions. I am under the impression, how- 
ever, that deposits made with the smaller 
banks pro rata as to their capital and 
surplus would be just as secure and just 
as quickly available as the larger amounts 
deposited in the banks of larger capital and |

country would serve as depositories under 
the provision of $100,000 capital and $1090,- 
000 surplus, while less than one hundred 
would be the limit with a capital of $500,000 
and a surplus of $500,000. Under the for- 
mer provision Connecticut. instead of hav- 
ing 3 banks, would have 36; Illinois, instead 
of 10, 35: New York, instead of 25, 109; 
Pennsylvania, instead of 22. 154, and New 
Jersey, instead of 1. 41, while other States 
that now have none would have from 1 
to 20 or more.” 


CAR BURNED ON BROADWAY. 


Defective Fuse Causes Flames Which 
Send Passengers Panic-stricken 
to the Street. 

Fire, which started from a defective fuse 
beneath Columbus Avenue Car 44, rose and 
fell and finally flared up through the floor- 
ing while the car ran for many blocks along 
Broadway toward the close of the rush 
hours last evening at Thirty-seventh Street. 
The passengers fled screaming and shout- 
ing to the pavement, and several men near- 
est to the flame did not take time to reach 
the doors, but leaped through the windows 
to safety. A few remained calm under the 
reassuring words of the conductor and were 
comfortably transferred to the car behind. 

Then the motorman went to work,-and, as 
he thought, extinguished the blaze. He 
had stopped for the same purpose at the 
corner below. ‘but in both cases he was 
mistaken, for it still smoldered. The 
ear behind started to pnush the crippled 
car up to the Fiftieth Street barns, and 
just as it passed Forty-second Street the 
flames arose again with redoubled vio- 
lence, and quickly burned the car to the 
trucks, the varnished wood burning so 
fiercely that people for blocks around 
thought some large building was burning. 

The firemen came, but the only result of 
their work was a frozen pool of water 
which caused many horses to slip and fall 
as they tried to cross it. One of these, a 
eab horse driven by John Collis of 451 West 
Forty-eighth Street. lay prostrate across 
the north-bound track for fully fifteen min- 
utes, blocking all cars coming in that direc- 
tion for thestime.

Willi Modernize the Metropolitan 
Railway System. 


One Hundred Miles of Horse Car Tracks 
to be Abolished and Electric 
Conduits Substituted. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 5.—Thomas F. ; 
Ryan of New York, a representative of the 
Directorate of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company, came to this city to-day and 
spent several hours in conference with P. A 
B. Widener in the latter's private office. It 
is understood that they were discussing u 
prospective corporation to become pos- 
sessed of all the surface lines in Manhat- 
tan Borough. Mr. Ryan also met Willisra ,; 
L. Elkins and Thomas Dolan, Directors 
with Mr. Widener in the Union Traction 
Company here and the Metropolitan in New 
York. 

Mr. Ryan refused to talk after the meet- 


ing, but Messrs. Widener and Elkins, 
well as other Directors of the Union Trac- 
tion Company, pronounced the reports from 
New York to the effect that the Union 
Traction Company of this city would be in- 
cluded in the Metropolitan deal as 
founded. 

Both Mr. Widener and Mr. Elkins, who 
are Directors in the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company, declare that the plans 
of the new securities company pertain only 
to the Metropolitan. All talk of taking in 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit and the New 
York elevated system, as well as looking 
toward the absorption of the New York 
subway, is premature, they assert. The 
plans have all been determined and the en- 
tire issue ef capital has already been _un- 
derwritten by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of New 
York. This settles any speculation on side 
issues, Mr. Widener and Mr. Elkins state. 
The capitalization ts $30,000,000, and what 
the new corporation has for its purpose is 
well established among the big holders of 
Metropolitan stock. 

“The enterprise originated from the fact 
that the Metropolitan Company has found 
it necessary to modernize about one hun- 
dred miles of horse car lines it is oper- 
ating. The time has come,’’ Mr. Widener 
said, ‘‘ when the horse car in New York 
must go. This means many millions to be 
spent in converting these roads into a bet- 
ter system. The conduit trolley system ts 
to be adopted. Ali of the Metropolitan se- 
curities are full paid, and in order to raise 
the money needed for these improvements 
the new corporation is launched. . 

** We have heard all sorts of combinations 
with the transit systems of Greater New 
York, and also that the Philadelphia lines 
are to be incorporated in the new combina- 
tion, but the present project is designed ex- 
clusively for the Metropolitan properties. 
At present the aim is to improve the Metro- 
politan system, and for this sole purpose 
the new corporation is called into life. The 
new company will guarantee 7 per cent. on 
the Metropolitan stock, and shareholders 
in the Metropolitan Company will have the 
preference to subscribe for the new issue of 
stock." 

Mr. Elkins said: ‘‘ The conditions in New 
York are not the same as in Philadelphia, 
As the stock of the Metropolitan is not as- 
sessable, the money for the contemplated 
improvements must be raised in some other 
way. This is what created the necessity 
for the new company and the Directors and 
the greater majority of the stockholders of 
Metropolitan have assented to the plan.” 

John B. Parsons, President of the Union 
Traction Company, said: ‘‘ As President of 
the Union Traction Company, I ean assert 
with positiveness that Union Traction does 
not and has at no time figured in the deal 
now about completed in New York. As a 
stockholder in the Metropolitan Railway lL 
ean assert with equal assurance that the 
project concerns only the lines owned by 
the Metropolitan Company. As_ to the 
merging of the elevated of New York and 
the surface and elevated lines of Brooklyn, 
with the new concern, it is a good scheme, 
but it is not in the present plans.’’ 


PLANS OF THE COMPANY. 


Securities Organization Formed to 
Finance the Proposed Improvements 
—May Acquire Other Roads. 
Great interest was aroused in this city 
yesterday by the dispatch printed in THE 
New York Times to the effect that the 
Whitney-Widener-Elkins-Dolan syndicate 
intended to organize a securities company 
for the purpose of acquiring the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway and eventually perhaps 
the Manhattan Elevated and the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit system. While all the men 
in this city who would be in a position to 
know declined to talk about the proposition, 
enough was learned from various reliable 
sources to warrant the statement that it is 
true, and plans are under consideration by 
the interests controlling the Metropolitan 
Street Railway which would enable them 
to make certain important and necessary 

changes in the operation of the system. 

The plan which was considered but. not 
definitely adopted at a meeting which was 
held last Monday evening, contemplates 
the organization of a securities holding 
company very much like the Northern 
Securities Company recently organized for 
the combination of the railroads in the 
Northwest. The capital stock of this com- 
pany would be between $20,000,000 and 
$30,000,000 to begin with, but provision 
would be made for the expinsion of this 
capital to any amount that the Directors 
might desire. 

This securities company is to have con- 
trol of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company, but will leave the operation of 
that road practically in the same hands 
which are now successfully guiding its 
fortunes. The stock of the Metropolitan is 
to be placed on a 7 per’cent. guarantee. 

Later on, but very much in the dim 
future, the securities company would. have 
no objection to taking over on similar tg@rms 
the Manhattan Elevated Raialway, the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit system, the Rapid 
Transit Subway, and perhaps street rail- 
way system in other cities. This part of 
the plan, however, is entirely too remote 
in consummation to enter into the present 
consideration. Perhaps the control of the 
Rapid Transit Subway by the new com- 
pany would be the most probable result, 
although representatives of the construc- 
tion company declared that all talk of such 
a combination was ‘‘ mere rubbish.”’ 

The state of affairs which will probably 
culminate in the execution of the plan as 
outlined above is a very interesting one, 
according to a statement made yesterday 
by one of those most directly interested in 
the affairs of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company. According to this source of 
information it appears that the Metropoli- 
tan finds it essential to its continued 
growth and prosperity to change its re- 
maining horse-car lines into lines operated 


by electricity. 

The Metropolitan Street Railway oper- 
ates 457.6 miles of track, of which all but 
122 miles is operated by an overhead or un- 
derground electric system or by some mo- 
tive power other than horses. The only 
motive power which is used by the Metro- 
politan outside of horses and overhead and 
underground electricity is a storage-bat- 
tery system. This is employed on the 
Thirty-fourth Street cross-town line. The 
use of compressed air on the Twenty- 
eighth and Twenty-ninth Street lines was 
discarded nearly a year ago. 

It is estimated that the cost of changing 
these horse-car lines to underground elec- 
tricity will be nearly $20,000,000. The inter- 
sts which control the Metropolitan Street 

way therefore saw themselves can- 
fronted with the necessity of raising that 
sum. They did not care to advance the 
money out of their own pockets, nor did 
they want to issue any more stock of the 
company and offer it to the public for sale. 
This course, Which would have been the

simplest, they did not care to adopt, be- 
cause they held control of the company only 
by a very narrow margin. [t is understood 
that out of the $52,000,000 of capital stock 
of the company the present controlling in- 
terests hold but a bare majority, or a little 
over $26,000,000, The issue of new stock 
therefore would have offered opportunities 
to others to secure the control of the prop- 
erty. 

In this emergency the plan of a security 
holding company with a smaller capital 
stock, which would be more easily con- 
trolled, was suggested and_ practically 
adopted. A company of only $20,000,000 to 
$30,000,000 capital could be controlled by a 
little more than $10,000,000 to $15,000,000, 


! and the public could be asked with perfect 


to the controlling interests to sub- 
scribe the rest of the capital or nearly 
enough to pay for the contemplated im- 
provements. At the same time it was cal- 
culated that if the Metropolitan Company's 
stock was limited to a 7 per cent. guaran- 
teed dividend the increased earnings of the 
system would so far exceed this limit, by 
reason of the improvements to be made, that 
the stock of the securities company would 
really be the more valuable, and as it is 
understood that the new stock is to be 
subscribed at par, the profits resulting to 
the controlling interests from this finan- 
cial undertaking would be quite large. 

That this plan will be carried out there is 
hardly any reason to doubt. None of those 
representing the controlling interests yves- 
térday would deny that such a plan was 
about to be adopted. President Vreeland 
declined to discuss the matter, although he 
admitted that some plan was under consid- 
eration. Thomas F. Ryan also declined to 
either confirm or deny the report. Late in 
the afternoon, however, he left for Phila- 
delphia, presumably for a further consulta- 
tion with some of the other members of the 
syndicate. 

A representative of the banking house of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., which firm was said to 
have agreed to underwrite the stock issue, 
declared: ‘‘ The report is not true. Noth- 
ing has been done yet.” 

Among brokers varied views were taken 
of the effect which this plan would have 
on the value of the Metropolitan stock. 
Some were inclined to the belief that this 
scheme, which permitted greater profits to 
those interested with a smaller amount of 
capital necessary for the control of the 
property, was not to be considered as a 
factor likely to increase the value of the 
stock, although guaranteeing a 7 per cent. 
dividend. This view seemed to prevail in 
the afternoon, for after a rise of 1% points 
shortly after the opening a reaction took 
place which forced the stock down 3 points. 

‘The close of the market showed the lowest 
point of the day for the stock, namely, 171% 
—indicating a net loss of 15g points on deal- 
ings in 34,000 shares. 

Manhattan and Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
likewise showed early strength, but later 
sold off when it became apparent that 
these properties were for the present at 
least not to be included in the deal.

AN EX-ROUGH RIDER’S GRIT. 


Thomas Maloney, a Farmer, with Hands 
and Feet Frozen, Crawls Three 
Miles for Help.

DANBURY, Conn., Feb. 5.—Thrown from 
& wagon by a pair of spirited horses, lying 
for three hours insensible on one of the 
coldest nights of the Winter, crawling over 
three miles of frozen road with frozen 
hands and feet, taking five hours to do so, 
comprise the terrible experience through 
which Thomas Maloney passed last night.

ACCUSES. GEN. WOODFORD. 


Ex-Senator William FE. Chandler 
written an open letter entitled, ‘‘ Would 
Spain Have Yielded Independence to Cuba 
to Avoid War?” In it he says that all the 
correspondence from Washington to the 
Minister to Spain during the time previous 
to the war was directed toward the main- 
tenance of peace, and that Gen. Stewart L. 
Woodford, who was then the Minister, was 
told to demand more than he did demand. 


it is claimed by the ex-Senator that Gen. 
Woodford was authorized to enter into .ne- 
gotiations that would have resulted in 
peace, but that the latter deliberately 
failed to make the necessary proposals to 
the Spanish Government. On March 26, 
1898, according to Mr. Chandler, Mr. Day, 
Secretary of State, cabled to the Minister 
as follows: 

"The President's desire 
Peace’ is the desired end. For your own 
guidance, the President suggests that if 
Spain will revoke the reconcentration order 
and maintain the people until they can 
support themselves and offer to the Cubans 
full self-government, with reasonable in- 
demnity, the President will gladly assist in 
its consummation.” 

Commenting on the above 
ex-Senator says: 

“This, although a suggestion merely, 
should have been promptly presented to 
Spain. But Mr. Woodford decided not to 
present it.” 

A copy of Mr. Chandler's article review- 
ing the diplomatic incidents which preced- 
ed the Spanish-American war was shown 
to Gen, Stewart L. Woodford, ex-Minister 
to Spain, and after reading it he said: 

“T have no idea that the public will be 
interested in this matter of ancient history.

Will Deal with Objectionable Condi- 
tions in New York City. 


CONDEMNS THE RAINES LAW 


Says It Breeds Vice and Is an Aid to 
the Cadet System—Wants a Body 
of Morals Police to Deal with 
Offenders. 


“The Social Evil, with Special Reference 
to Conditions Existing in the City of New 
York,”’ is the title of a volume of 188 pages 
which will be published within the next 
few days by G. P. Putnam’s Sons for the 
Committee of Fifteen, which was consti- 
tuted as follows:

' to the subject of the Raines law hotel as 
it is directly connected with the perpetua- 
| tion of evil; to the so-called “ cadet ” sys- 
tem, and to conditions in tenement houses. 
After devoting several chapters to the 
history of regulation in the large cities of 
Europe, and to its sanitary aspects, the 
| authors approach the moral questions in- 
| volved, and point out that, gredt as are the 
sanitary and physical evils which result to 
a community from the prevalence of im- 
proper relations, the consequent disease is, 
| even from the practical standpoint, scarce- 
| ly less important than the vice propogated, 
| considered quite apart from its hygienic 
| consequences. It is held to be one of the 
| first duties of good government to limit the 
number of those who seek vicious pleas- 
ures and of those who furnish them. 
| LEGISLATION CANNOT MAKE VIRTUE. 
Answering the often-expressed opinion 
| that the moral task is too great for govern- 
ment to undertake, while sanitary improve- 
ments may easily be brought about, the 
authors say: 
““Those who hold this view lose sight of 
the. fact that humanity is not divided into

The second part of the volume, which is 
to the recommendations of the 
committee, opens with an unqualified state- 


gation of conditions existing in countries 
countenancing regulation has led to the 
conclusion that this ‘‘ so-called system ”’ is 
not .an adeyuate -remedy, even for the 


| merely physical aspécts of immorality. 


** But,” says the report, “‘}f not regulation, 
what then? The social evil is assuming 
alarming dimensions... What is needed at 
this time is a definite policy, a policy that 
shall not attempt the impossibie, * * * 
but which, nevertheless, shall be practical 
with respect to the immediate future.’ 

As an outline of such a policy the com- 
mittee suggests: First, determined efforts 
to prevent overcrowding in the tenement 
districts; second, the furnishing by public 
provision or private munificence of purer 
than the low dance halls and. theatres, 

‘“‘“which serve only to stimulate sensuality 

and to debase the taste;") third, the improve- 
| ment of material condifions of the wage- 
| earning class,. and especially of... youn 
| wage-earning women. In connection with 
| this last suggestion the report says: 
| “Tt is a sad and ‘humiliating admission 
to make, at the opening of the twentieth 
' century, in one of the greatest centres of 

civilization in the world, that, in numerous 
instances, it is not passion or corrupt in- 
clination, but the force of actual physical 
want, that impels young women along the 
| road to ruin.”’ 
The committee further recommends the 
| adequate increase of hospital accommoda- 
| tions in the City Hospital on Blackwell's 
| Island for these suffering from the phys- 
ieal results ofthe evil,-and coercive re- 
formatory treatment for minors who have 
| entered on careers of vice. 


| SOCIAL EVIL SINFUL NOT CRIMINAL. 


Following these recommendations comes 
a suggestion full of interest, which is made 
in these words: 

“But, above all, the committee recom- 
mends a change in the attitude of the law. 
As it stands at present the law regards 
prostitution as a crime. If we are ever to 
escape from the present impossible condi- 


tions it seems imperative to draw the dis- 
tinction sharply between sin and crime. The 

| proposition is to exclude prostitution from 

| the category of crime. We hasten to 
that this proposition should by no means be 
understood as a plea in favor of laxer 
moral judgments. A sin is not less odious 
because it is*not treated as a crime. Sins 
may be even incomparably more heinous 
than offenses which the law visits with 
punishment. Nevertheless. some of the 
most grievous sins are not subjected to 
tegal penalties, simply because it is recog- 
nized that such penalties cannot be en- 
forced, and a law on the statute book that 
cannot be enforced is a whip in the hands 
of the blackmailer. Corruption in the pol- 
lice force can never be exterminated until 
this prolific source of it is stopped. 

“But it may be asked. ‘ What, then, is 
to be the status of prostitution in the City 
ot New York?’ In the first place, it must 
be driven out of tenemen: and apartment 
houses; the evil must be rigidly excluded 
from the homes of the poor. Second, it 
must not be segregated in separate quar- 
ters of the city, for the reason that such 
quarters tend to become nests of crime and 
plague spots, and for the further reason 
that segregation does not segregate, just 
as it has been shown that regulation does 
not regulate. Third, all public obtrusive 
manifestations of prostitution shall be 
sternly repressed. Not prostitution itself, 
when withdrawn from the public eye so as 
to be noticeable only to those who delib- 
erately go in search of it, shall be punisha- 
ble, but all such manifestations of it that 
belong under the head of public nuisance.” 

The committee anticipates objections to 
the policy above outlined by the following 
argument: 

“They are in every case objections which 
really apply to the existence of prostitution 
itself. They can only be removed if pros- 
titution itself can summarily be extirpated, 
But this, in the present state of the moral 
evolution of the race, is as yet impossible. 
Recognizing, then, that prostitution, al- 
though it ought not to exist, does and will 
for an indefinite time continue to exist 
among us, we are bound, as men advising 
for the moral welfare of our great city in 
the immediate future, to point out that 
form of evil which, all things considered, 
will work the least harm.” 

The final recommendation is for the cre- 
ation of a special body of morals lice, 
analogous to the sanitary police al y ex- 


i 
| 
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isting, selected on grounds of exceptional 
judgment and fitness, to whom alone shall 
be entrusted the duties of surveillance and 
repression which the members of the com- 
mittee have suggested. 


WHAT THE RAINES LAW DOES. 


In the appendix, which deals with the 
connection between the Raines law hotel 
and the social evil, appear the following 
passages: 

““New York presents the unique feature 
of providing virtual houses of accommoda- 
tion throughout the city, quite without re- 
gard for the actual demand for them. AS 
a consequence, all difficulties that normal- 
ly lle in the way of soliciting in other than 
notorious parts of the city, are removed. 


The street walker may make any place 
she chooses the scheme of her operations. 
As a result, solicitation is probably more 
general in New York than in any other 
American city. 

“This abnormal and pernicious state of 
affairs is easily explained by reference to 
the local excise laws. Any one who is 
familiar with conditions in New York must 


admit that the effect of the Raines law has 


been to provide unexampled accommoda- 
tions for prostitution.”’ 

The Raines law hotel is further charged 
with being the scene of the most insidious 
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temptation of the average citizen, in that | 


it introduces to vice many who would not 
enter a house of ill-fame, knowing it to be 
such, Further, it is claimed that it intro- 
duces many growing boys to the mysteries 
of immorality, and, finally, that it provides 
the greatest known facilities for the down- 
fall of young girls. 

This phase of the vice situation is summed 
up in the following words: 

Those who are best acquainted with 
New York City are agreed that there is 
no chance that the [Raines] law will ever 
be enforced. The popular detestation of it 
precludes all possibility of enforcement. 

‘So far as the problem of prostitution is 
concerned, the essential thing is to put an 
end to the abnormal tendency to make 
hotels out of saloons. And this can be done 
only by relieving the saloon proper of the 
disadvantages under which it now labors, 
or of imposing an additional burden upon 
the hotel. The latter policy would fall un- 
der the same popular detestation with the 
Raines law itself, and so would seem to be 
out of the question. 

“ Accordingly, the only alternative which 
appears to be open is the removal of the 
restriction upon the selling of alcoholic 
beverages on Sunday. It is not claimed 
that even such a measure would remove 
all the evils that the Raines law, as it 
has been applied, has created. It would, 
however, prevent the further growth of 
the evil, and would assist in making pos- 
sible an effective moral control of vice.” 


RAINES LAW AIDS “ CADETS.” 


The Jast word of the committee is con- 
tained in an appendix on the present con- 
ditions in New York, from which the fol- 
lowing paragraphs are quoted: 

“ Trading in vice has had a rapid devel- 
opment in New York City within the last 
few years. Through the Raines law the 
entrance upon a life of prostitution became 
attractive and easy. The appearance of the 
‘cadet’ formed the connecting link be- 


tween the Raines iaw hotel and the house 
of prostitution. The partnership between 
some of the officials of the olice De- 
partment and the traffickers of prostitu- 
tion resulted in a system of reciprocity. 
Immunity from arrest was exchanged for 
profits from the trade in vice. When a 
housé containing not more than ten in- 
mates, exclusive of the proprietress, and 
known as a ‘ fifty-cent house,’ could afford 
to pay an initiation fee of $500 to the 
wardman and $50 a month for the privilege 
of continuing in this illegal occupation un- 
molested, an estimate can be formed as to 
the amount of trade which must have been 
carried on within. 

“In one police precinct not more than 
a mile square ‘there were known to be in 
1900 forty such houses.’ 

The nefarious ‘“‘cadet’’ system is then 
explained, and following comes a discussion 
of tenement house conditions. 

“In the work of the Committee of Fif- 
teen,"’ says the report, ‘‘ evidence was se- 
cured in over 300 separate disorderly apart- 
ments in tenement houses in the City of 
New York. Over 200 of these tenants were 
removed under the new tenement house law 
which went into effect July 1, 1901.’’ 

At the time of the argument made by 
the committee before the Citles Committee 
at Albany in April, 1901, it is stated that 
when the then Police Commissioner, ‘‘whose 
ignorance of conditions would have been 
humorous, were not the facts so serious,”’ 
announced that there was not a disorderly 
tenement house below Fourteenth Street, 
evidence was easily collected by the com- 
mittee against women in the street in which 
he himself resided. 

The closing sentences of the volume are 
the following: 

“It is certain that the houses of prosti- 
tution are not flaunting their wares upon 
the streets in the manner of a year ago. 
Street walking is also far less frequent. 
A number of the most notorious dives have 
either changed their hands or have closed 
their doors. The most widely known pro- 
prietor of houses of prostitution in New 
York City is now serving a term in prison 
upon evidence secured by the Committee of 
Fifteen. The proprietor of several of the 
lowest dives is at the present time.a fugi- 
tive from justice, having forfeited his bail. 
Three police officers who were known to be 
in partnership with vice have already been 
convicted, and half a dozen are now await- 
ing trial. 

“As a result of the whole movement the 
prospect for a reasonable control of the 
social evil in New York City is more favor- 
able at the present time than it has been 
for many years.”

He will be the most distinguished person 
aboard, and will be in the fore rank at all 
stops and all demonstrations. 


NO STABLE CAR COMBINATION. 


Union Denied by President of the 
F Streets Company, 
CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—The published state- 
ment that a consolidation of stable car 
companies has been effected is denied by 
President Eckstein of the Streets Western 


Stable Car Company, one of the concerns 
affected. 

“There is nothing official I can give 
out,”’ he said. ‘‘ The matter is where it has 
been for a year—undecided. The report 
that the consolidation has been effected is 
erroneous.”’ 

The companies mentioned as being in the 
combination are the Canda Car Company, 
the Consolidated Car Company, and the 
Streets Company. Report had it that the 
Streets Company secured control of the oth- 
er two for a consideration of $3,000,000. 


THE BIDDLES BURIED. 


Few Persons Follow the Murderers’ 


Bodies to the Grave. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 5.—The bodies of Ed- 
ward and John Biddle were quietly interred 
in a single grave at Calvary Cemetery at 
9:45 o'clock this morning. There were not 
more than twenty-five persons, including 
the brother, Harry Biddle, that accom- 
panied the bodies to the grave. At the 
cemetery the Rev. Father Sweeney read 
the burial service of the Roman Catholic 


Church, and as the grave was filled up the 
few mourners quietly returned to their 
homes. 

It was expected that the cemetery would 
be crowded by curious persons, and a large 
force of police was on hand to preserve or- 
der, but their services were not needed.

HIS BOOM FOR GOVERNOR 


Speeches Made by Lewis Nixon and the 


ex-Controller—Letter Read from 
David B. Hill. 


Though, according to the toastmaster, 
Coroner M. J. Flaherty, the dinner in hon- 
or of ex-Contfoller Bird S. Coler last night 
was not intended to have any political sig- 
nificance, buttons bearing Mr. Coler’s pict- 
ure and the legend “‘ For Governor, Bird 8. 
Coler,’’ were distributed to the diners before 
they sat down to the table, and the ex- 
pression which was most vigorously ap- 
plauded of all that was said during the 
evening, was a sentence read from a let- 
ter from David B. Hill expressing his hope 
that the career of Mr. Coler was not ended. 

More than five hundred men and women 
partook of the dinner and listened to the 
speeches. The feast was served in the base- 
ment of Arion Hall, in Brooklyn, at $1 a 
plate. The room was extensively decorated 
with flags and bunting, and a framed pho- 
tograph of Mr. Coler hung upon the wall 
back of the toastmaster. Those who always 
seek the coincidences of public functions 
professed to see one last night in the fact 
that the toastmaster was a Coroner and 
very many of those present were ex-office 
holders. 

In spite of the expression of Mr. Flaherty 
as to the non-political significance of the 
meeting. the impression had gone abroad 


very extensively prior to the dinner that it 
was intended as a “ harmony dinner” for 
Democrats in New York City. This im- 
pression was deepened in the minds of 
those in attendance by the gathering 
around the guest tabie. Representatives of 
almost every wing of the Democratic Par- 
ty in New York were there. 

Mr. Coler, of course, sat at the right 
hand of Coroner Flaherty, who Its a Citi- 
zens’ Union Democrat and a representative 
labor union man. On the left of Mr. 
Flaherty sat James Shevlin, the chief lieu- 
tenant of Hugh McLaughlin, the Brooklyn 
leader, and next to Mr. Shevlin was John 
L. Shea, another strong adherent of the 
Brooklyn organization. On the right of 
Mr. Coler sat the present Controller, Ed- 
ward M. Grout, a Democrat, who in the 
last ey n arrayed himself strongly 
against the Brooklyn organization. In ad- 
dition to these there were Lewis Nixon, the 
new Tammany leader; John 8S. Crosby of 
the single tax Democrats; Herman V. 
Hetzel, representing the Democracy. of 
Philadelphia, and Senator Patrick H. Mc- 
Carren. 

Very great enthusiasm was aroused by 
the reading of the letter of regret from ex- 
Senator David B. Hill. Mr. Hill stated that 
only an imperative professional engage- 
ment prevented his being present, and then 
proeeeded to say: 

I avail myself of this opportunity to express 
my appreciation of the high personal character 
of Mr. Coler and my admiration for the cour- 
age and signal ability displayed by him in his 
discharge of the duties of the high and im- 
portant office of Controller of the City of New 
York during the past four years. He not only 
honored the office, but reflected credit upon 
the municipality. 

His valuable work cannot be overestimated. He 
brought order out of chaos, and established the 
finances of the new and greater city upon a firm 
and acceptable basis. Always alert in defense 
of the public interests, he was the resolute op- 
ponent of official jobbers and public plunderers. 
If he made some enemies they were largely the 
enemies of decent government and honest poli- 
tics, whose hostility was to his cradit. 

It is to be hoped that his career has not 
ended, but that he will continue his interest 
and activity in public affairs. 

Lewis Nixon did not arrive until after the 
sakes had begun, having attended a 

ammany meeting in Harlem before going 
over to’ Brooklyn. He was stormily 
cheered as he entered the room, and was 
introduced to speak soon after he arrived. 
He said in part: 

“I particularly regard Mr. Coler for fis 
steadfast devotion to party and party prin- 
ciples. Parties do not make causes, but 
causes make parties. It follows that to 
carry political measures thrcugh we must 
have parties, and the more thcrough the 
organization of those parties the more they 
can_ accomplish. 

“If we base our party upon a regard for 
the public welfare, it follows that the best 
organization will be that in which per- 
sonal ambition is subordinated to the popu- 
lar benefit, in which grievances are never 
indulged to the point of rupture. The Re- 
ublican Party has been in control of the 
Yational Government for forty years, with 
the exception of two terms. And why? Be- 
cause of perfect party machinery. Mr. 
Cleveland defeated the Republican Party 
because’ of their own dissension’. As soon 
as the Republicans were reunited the Dem- 
ocrats were beaten. 

‘**Is there not a lesson in this for the 
Democratic Party of this city? Experience 
shows that Democratic methods are best 
in the long run for New York City. The 
opposition has always been academic. The 
success of this opposition has arisen in its 
two instances from dissension among Demo- 
crats. The opposition lacks cohesion, on 
account of the numerous interests involved. 
The selfish ambitions of those in the nat- 
ural minority in this city of necessity 
makes their statesmanship destructive. 

** Another source of weakness to the oppo- 
sition lies in the fact that certain nominal 
adherents of their cause, but formerly 
members of the majority party, through 
motives of personal revenge subordinate 
the public welfare to private ends. They 
have no place in the reform party; in fact, 
their welcome thereto ended on election 
ay. 

‘** But we have no Penal Code in our party 
for offenses of this character. We do not 
punish men for their mistakes. Our party 
holds that all aspirations, all feelings, are 
in abeyance to the principle of harmony 
and unity of action, and in this we shail 
again conquer as in the past we have coa- 
quered.”’ 

A speech that, in spite of its length, was 
listened to with the greatest attention ani! 
was frequently and heartily applauded, was 
that of Robert Baker, formerly Secretary 
of the Brooklyn Citizens’ Union. He said, 
in part: 

“The four years of Mr. Coler’s term as 
Controller were -years replete with porten- 
tous events, events fraught with tremen- 
dous possibilities for good or evil. Never 
before were schemes of public spoliation on 
such a stupendous scale crowded into such 
a brief period. The commercial politicians 
of both parties were evidently imbued with 
the idea of ‘ after us the deluge.’ 

‘“‘TIf our guest had not been there to pro- 
tect us from faithiess public officials—who 
were in alliance with their nominal oppo- 
nents—in these schemes of fraud, it is 
doubtful if the city would have been able 
to undertake any Fh improvements, as 
it would have found all its patrimony given 
away. 

“Until we can remove the malign in- 
fluence exerted by those corporations which 
have appropriated our streets and high- 
ways, whose slimy trail besmears and cor- 
rupts our public servants, and whose least 
crime is that they have become adepts in 
the art of extracting nickels from us for 
an inferior three-cent service, or in selling 
us 30 cents worth of diluted gas for a dol- 
lar, but little real progress in municipal 
housekeeping can be made.’’ [Great ap- 
plause.1 

Mr. Coler was the last speaker, and when 
he was introduced there was such applause 
that for many minutes he was unable to bé 
heard. Finaliy when order was restored he 
thanked the diners for their coming to 
honor him, and then proceeded to say what 
he thought about a number of matters in 
New York City politics. One of his first 
utterances was a reference to reformers. 
He said: 

‘Conservatism is a good thing if it is 
active and intelligent, but of the vast num- 
ber of citizens who think themselves con- 
servative very few are entitled to even the 
name of ‘ citizen,’ for the reason that they 
never take any active part in primaries, 
the making of platforms, or the discus- 
sion of public questions, and in periods of 
great excitement, like last Fall, they swal- 
low everything labeled ‘reform,’ hook, 
line, and sinker, and this is the reason that 
a Guden is brought forth, and reform out- 
se of party lines receives almost a vital 

ow. 

“The day of the dictator in the Demo- 
cratic Party has passed. We have recently 
had some important object lessons on the 
progress of this change for the better. One 
who had dictated rather than led has been 
taught that dictation ends in defeat and 
disorganization, and he has retired from 
the field. The former dictator of another 
party is now protesting that we shall have 
this or that legislation if certain bills are 
favored by a majority of the legislators. 
Two ponte ago he would have said: ‘ This 
bill shall pass, that one will fail.’ 

“It is safe to say that the coming leaders 
of our party will stay in our country the 
whole year round. hey must meet the 
rank and file of the party and keep in touch 
with the voters. They must do as your dis- 
peguished guest, Mr. Nixon, is doing—go 
Ph € people and get rs with them. 
at is the kind of leadership that is pop- 
ular and is the kind that will win and lead 
the party to victory. 

“Intoxicated with power and jubilant 
over the local mistakes of its opponents 
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the Republican Party in the State is to-day 
pursuing a policy of reckless indifference 
to the wishes and the rights of the people. 
There is now more than selfish interests 
to incite all good Democrats to get together 
and forget immaterial and transient differ- 
ences of opiniion. Personalities must be 
buried. 

“United upon the essential principles of 
our party we face not only certain_victory 
in the State, but if we win the State of 
New York this year we shall win the Na- 
tion in 1904. In the presence of such an 
opportunity it is time to subordinate all 
personal ambition, to eliminate the domina- 
tion of individuals and combinations, and 
unite as loyal Democrats to restore in State, 
city, and Nation honest government by the 
people and for the people.” 

Others who spoke at the dinner were 
Peter Aitken, Herman V. Hetzel, Gustav 
W. Thompson, and J. Warren Greene. 


MISSOURI SOCIETY DINNER. 


Plenty of Good Stories Told at the 
Banquet in the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Over a hundred men who were either born 
in Missouri or raised there or like to hail 
from there, as Augustus Thomas put it, at- 
tended the annual dinner of the Missouri 
Society of the City of New York last night 
in the myrtle room of the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Mr. Thomas was the toastmaster, and be- 
gan the after-dinner exercises by announc- 
ing that Congressman De Armand of Mis- 
sourl, who had been expected to be the 
first speaker of the evening, had sent his 
regrets at the last moment, and ‘in true 
Missouri style sent the telegram collect,” 
showing that he had ‘gone in, if not for 
the old flag. at least for an appropriation.” 
Mr. Thomas kept the diners in continual 
laughter over a string ef anecdotes, and 
then introduced the Rev. Dr. R. P. Johns- 
ton, who, he said, had 2 much harder job 
here than in the future world, because he

During the first ceremonies of the ban- 
quet Mrs. Schley was the guest of prom- 
inent women of this city at a dinner. As 
the toasts were begun the ladies were 
escorted into the main dining room. Ad- 
miral Schley spoke of the ‘“ American 
Sailor.” After Gov. Benton McMillin and 
several local speakers had also been heard, 
President W. B. Lockette of the Chamber 
of Commerce toasted ‘‘ Our Guest,’’ and in 
concluding presented the Admiral a loving 
cup from the Chamber.

CANADA ATLANTIC | NOT SOLD. 


Dominion Government Blocks 


posed Parchase by Dr. Webb. 
Special to The New York Times. 


OGDENSBURG, N. Y.,' Feb. 5.—The Og- 
densburg Journal to-day prints a dispatch 
from Ottawa which says: ‘“ The prevailing 
gossip here is that the proposed purchase 
of the Canada Atlantic Railroad by Dr. W. 
Seward Webb has been hung up by Gov- 
ernment intervention. It is stated that 
the Government will not permit the Booths, 
who own the road, to sell it to an American 
syndicate unless the bounties paid to them 
by the Dominion Government to secure 


construction of the road are refunded. The 
Booths built the road from Ottawa to Arn- 
prior under subsidy of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment. 

“The exact amount of the subsidy is not 
stated, but the usual amount granted by 
the Dominion Government is $6,000 per mile 
and the right of way. To require the re- 
funding of such a large amount would in- 
hibit the sale of the road to Dr. Webb. If 
the Dominion Government's proposition is 
accurately mirrored in these rumors and is 
not changed, it is safe to say that the sale 
of Canada Atlantic to the Webb syndicate 
will not take place.” 


CANADIAN PACIFIC SUBSIDY. 


Great Britain to Pay £60,000 Annually 
for Transportation. 


VICTORIA, British Columbia, Feb. 5.—A 
five-year contract has been entered into 
between the British Government and the 
Sanadian Pacific Railway for the convey- 


ance of troops, mails, stores, &c., between 
Halifax, Quebec, Montreal, and Hongkong, 
for which service the Canadian line will 
receive £60,000 as a yearly subsidy, of 
which the Canadian Government will con- 
tribute £15,000. 

A stipulation is made that the liners of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway are liable to 
war service and are to be constructed un- 
der Admiralty supervision and be provided 
with gun platforms and otherwise ready to 
= fitted out as warships at a moment's no- 
tice.

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POLITE BURGLARS IN BAYONNE. 


Woke Up a Family, Asked for Money, 
Drank a Bottle of Beer, and Left 
by the Front Door. 
BAYONNE, N. J., Feb. 5.—Two burglars 
who invaded the handsome home of Julius 
C. Hocke, at 669 Avenue C at 2:30 A. M. 
to-day, could hardly have shown more polite- 
ness and consideration had they come as 
invited guests. About the only detail of 
deportment in which they failed was that 
they wore their black derby hats and 
masks while in the presence of the startled 
household. Mr. Hocke, who is convalescing 
from typhoid fever, was the only person 
awake when they entered with a crash of 
glass in the rear of the house. They 
knocked on the sick room door. ‘‘ Come in,”’ 

he said, and they approached the bed. 

‘““We have come here to get money. We 
are in great need and must have it,” said 
one. ‘“ We only want $10. We don’t want 
to hurt anybody. Give it to us and we'll go 
away quietly.” 

One of them called Miss Mary Moore, 
the trained nurse, from her room, and she 
called Mrs. Hocke in. Her husband e«- 


plained the situation to her and told her to 
give the men what they wanted. She gave 
them her purse containing $22, and, thank- 
ing her, and expressing regrets for break- 
ing the slumber of the household, they 
backed from the room.: As they left one 
of them picked up a dozen pairs of gloves 
in an absent-minded manner and slippeu 
them into his pocket. Down stairs they 
helped themselves to bottled beer and ci- 
gars. They called Miss Moore down and 
had her open the front door for them, ard 
with a last “‘ good night,’’ passed out. 

The police were at once notified, and with- 
in half an hour arrested Elias Ward Velzen 
in the street. They let him go when he 
explained his movements, but an hour after 
that he was locked up as a suspicious char- 
acter in Greenville, and Miss Moore, who 
was summoned, said she believed he was 
one of the burglars. Then he was held so 
that his character might be investigated. 


COURT SEEKS HIDDEN RIVER. 


Existence of Subterranean Stream 
in New England Claimed. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 5.—The existence 
of a subterranean river rising in the White 
Mouatains and emptying into Narragan- 
sett Bay is to be proven or disproven by 
the Supefior Court now sitting at Dedham. 

The plaintiffs have an idea that the town 
of Foxboro has been taking water from a 
privilege that belongs to them. On the other 
hand, the town of Foxboro denies the al- 
legation and will endeavor to prove that 
its water supply is not taken from the 
Neponset River watershed, but instead 
from this underground stream, which is 
said to be from 80 to 120 feet below the 
earth’s surface, a roaring torrent of the 
purest water, cold as ice and never run- 
ning dry. 

Prof. Denton, who was at Harvard years 
ago, made a careful examination, and he 
became convinced that there was a big _un- 
derground river flowing under New Eng- 
land. He traced it from near the State of 
New Hampshire, southward from Lowell 
across Massachusetts to Witch Pond, in 
Foxborough; through Attleborough and 
Seekonk to the Rhode Island State line. 


Brooklyn to Care for Smallpox Cases. 

Under a new order from the President of 
the board, the Brooklyn Health Depart- 
ment yesterday began caring for its own 
smallpox patients at the Kingston Avenue 
Hospital for Contagious Diseases. No more 
cases will be removed to the Riverside 
Hospital at North Brother Island. It is con- 
tended that many lives were lost because 
of the long journey up the river, and that 
the chances of recovery now will be greatly 
increased. 


Another Body Found by Life Savers. 
At 7 o’clock last evening another body, 
supposed to come from the wrecks of the 
barges which strew the south coast of 


Long Island, floated ashore near Moriches 
Lifesaving Station, and is now in the sta- 
tion. It can not be identified as the clothes 
are frozen to it and cannot be searched. It 
will be held for the Coroner. 


Ten-Year Lease of a Pier. 

The Sinking Fund Commissioners met 
yesterday and voted to lease to the War 
Department Pier No. 12 (new) East River 
at an annual rental of $13,000, to extend to 
June 30, 1912. The pier is to be used for 


the docking of army transports. Mayor 
Low demurred to voting for the lease at 
first until Dock Commissioner Hawkes sub- 
mitted all the information in his possession 
as to whether the price the city was to ob- 
tain was fair. Chief Engineer McLean of 
the Finance Department reported in favor 
of the lease. 


Straw Manufacturers Combine.

MILFORD, Mass., Feb. 5.—Plans have 
been arranged for a combine of a number 
of the largest straw goods manufacturers in 


New England. The arrangements for the 
combine have been perfected by New York 
romoters, who have large interests in this 
ine of goods. The purpose of the combine 
is said to be to maintain a uniform price of 
the goods, and prevent price cutting. A 
uniform scale of wages will also be adopt- 
ed by the manufacturers. 


Miss Myers of Denver Weds Secretly. 

DENVER, Col., Feb. 5.—Charles D. Carey, 
son of State Senator Carey of Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, and Miss Maybelle Myers, 


daughter of J. A. Myers, a wealthy resident 
of this city, were married here by a Jus- 
tice of the Peace and later the marriage 
ceremony was repeated by the Rey. George 
C. Rafter of the Episcopal Church at Chey- 
enne., The marriage was a surprise to the 
young woman's friends here, and even her 
parents were not let into the secret until 
word came from Cheyenne announcing her 
marriage. Mr. Carey has charge of his 
father’s extensive cattle interests in Wyo- 
ming.

CAPT SLOCUM IN WASHINGTON. 


Skipper Who First Sighted the Oregon 
Off South America Talks to 
the President. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Secretary Long 
received a visit to-day from Capt. Joshua 
Slocum, who made the famous trip around 
the world on the little sailing vessel Spray. 
In the course of the conwersation the talk 
turned to Capt. Clark, who has recently 
been in Washington, and Slocum told of 
meeting the Oregon when Clark was mak- 
ing his great trip up the South American 
coast to join the North Atlantic Squadron 
during the Spanish war. 

Slocum met the battleship at a time when 
the whole United States was ignorant of 
her whereabouts and when Mr. Long was 
fairly on tiptoe with anxiety that she might 
escape the perils on her way and arrive in 
time for the meeting with Cervera’s fleet. 
The sailboat’'s commander was going down 
the South American coast when the great 
ship came into view. Each had met a 
friend, and it is probable that Clark was 
as glad to see the little Yankee craft as 


Slocum was to discover that the Oregon 
was safe. 

‘‘It thrilled me a little,’’ said Mr. Long 
afterward, ‘‘ to hear him tell of his feelings 
as the Oregon dipped her flag to him—and 
‘dipped it deep,’ he said.’’ 

The secretary insisted on taking Slocum 
over to the White House to see the Presi- 
dent, saying that although it was Mr. 
Roosevelt's busy day there was no one 
whom he would be so glad to see. The 
prediction was verified, for the President, 
although overrun with werk and visitors, 
was delighted, and kept Slocum for some 
time talking about his adventures. 


GAS OVERCOMES FIREMEN. 


Apartment House Tenants Alarmed by 
Explosion and Fire—Two Men Re- 


moved to a Hospital. 

Three firemen were overcome last night 
while fighting a fire in the cellar of the 
large apartment house at 136 East Seven- 
tieth Street. 

The fire was caused by an explosion of 
gas. Josiah Masten, the janitor. of the 
house, went down into the cellar at 8 
o'clock with a lighted lantern to invesfi- 
gate complaints from tenants in the house 
that gas was escaping. As soon as Masten 
reached the cellar there was a loud report, 
and he was blown up the cellar stairs. He 
was uninjured, and hurried out and turned 
in an alarm. In the meantime there was 
great excitement among the tenants of the 
house, but all got out safely. 

As soon as the firemen arrived on the 
scene Battalion Chief Breslin ordered mem- 
bers of Truck No. 16 and Engine Company 
No. 36 to go down into the cellar. George 


Grace of Truck No. 16 and Foreman Thom- 
as J. Carrigan of Engine Company No. 36 
went down the stairs. No word was heard 
from them for some minutes, and Lieut. 


Rusch, and Fireman Roach of Engine Com- 
pany No. 36 went down to find out what 
was the matter. 

They found Grace and Carrigan lying at 
the foot of the stairs overcome by the 
fumes of gas and smoke. With some diffi- 
culty they succeeded in bringing both men 
out. They were unconscious, and were hur- 
ried to the Presbyterian Hospital. 

Then James Sherlock of Engine Company 
No. 36 started to go down into the cellar, 
but he was overcome before he got half 
way down the stairs and was dragged oui 
by Fireman Haight of the same company. 
He revived on being brought out into the 
air, and refused to go to the hospital. 

At this moment men from the Amster- 
dam Gas Company arrived and turned off 
the gas supply of the house. It was then 
easy work for the firemen to extinguish 
the flames, which were: confined to the 
cellar and did little damage. When the fire 
had been put out it was found that the 
leakage o* gas was due to a broken pipe. 
Because of the gas fumes which pervaded 
the building the tenants were unable tu 
return to their rooms. 


LEAVES MILLIONS TO WIDOW. 
Will of Casiktoo F. Sonatas, Who Died

FATAL EXPLOSION ON A TUG. 


One Killed and Four Dangerously In- 
jured on the John W. Ailes in the 


Monongahela River. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 5.—By the explosion of 
the boilers on the towboat John W. Ailes, 
owned by the Monongahela River Consoli- 
dated Coal and Coke Company, one man 
was killed outright and four probably fa- 
tally injured early this morning. Several 
are still missing, and six were rescued from 
the icy waiters. 

William Perry, a deckhand, was found 
dead pinioned under the anchor, with his 
clothing afire. The mate, Edward Mitchell, 
inhaled flames and ‘will die. The other 
three who were seriously injured were 


Maria Walker, a negro cook; James Will- 
iams, fireman, and Booker Null, second en- 
gineer. Pilot Burke, Glyde Sills, and Will- 
iam Campbell are missing, no trace ofthem 
having been discovered as yet. 

There was a crew of fourteen, all told, 
aboard the Ailes, including Capt. W. L. 
Shaw. He, together with Chief Engineer 
Silis, Fireman Campbell, and Maria Walk- 
er had just gone off duty at 1:30 A. M., and 
the new watch was made up of Burke, 
Null, Mitchell, Williams, Perry, and Wolf. 
They had passed the Homestead Steel 
Works and were nearing the city, with 
seven flats of coal, when one of the boilers 
burst with a terrific noise. The explosion 
was communicated to the other boilers, 
and then all of them went into the river or 
into the air. 

The boat caught fire and burned so rap- 
idly that all who were unhurt were forced 
to take to the river. In a few minutes the 
towboat Vulcan was on the scene, with a 
full crew of men, and nearly all those in 
the water were rescued. Seven are now in 
the Mercy Hospital, 

The Ailes was completely destroyed, and 
the loss is placed at $25,000. She was con- 
sidered one of the best boats owned by the 
coal combine, and her boilers had been in- 
spected but a few days ago. No one has 
been able to give an account of the exact 
in which the accident oceurred.

“It is clear that the Dutch had no au- 
thorization from our enemies on the Conti- 
nent, since from the moment this action on 
the part of the Netherlands Government 
was announced these enemies vied with 
each other in declaring the Dutch action 
to be undesired. 


“His Majescy’s Government certainly 


knew nothing of the Genesis of this move- 
ment. The fact that such a step was 
taken, however, reminds me that we have 
arrived at a condition of things which, in a 
critical period of this character, has always 
occurred—a period when there will be many 
persons attempting to bring numerous peo- 


ple of different views together, and when 
there will be many suggestions which it 
would be neither easy nor desirable to no- 
tice.”’ 

The Premier explained that his only rea- 
son for alluding to such matters was that 
a time was coming when the people must 
think more of the suggestions of their intel- 
ligence, and less of the suggestions of their 
emotions. 

“There is no longer any question of sen- 
timent,’’ continued Lord Salisbury. ‘‘ We 
nave entered upon a matter of business, 
which we must push through. What we 
are now seeking is security. Any peace 
which recognizes fully the rights of the 
sovereign and gives us security for the 
empire, we should accept, not only with 
willingness, but with delight. 

“It is useless to tell us to behave so as 
to leave a pleasant recollection in the 
minds of those with whom we are fighting. 
The only result that can compensate for 
the Sacrifice of blood and treasure is that, 
for the future, there shall be security in 
that part of the empire upon which the 
ambition of Mr. Kruger has pouréd this 
abundance of sorrow and desolation.” 

Lord Salisbury said he had no misgiv- 
ings for the future, and that he believed 
the war had made the country more con- 
fident in its external policy and more cou- 
vinced that its opinions would receive due 
consideration from the comity of nations. 
But when the present strain had passed 
away, continued the speaker, there would 
still remain @uties which could not be 
shirked. The existence of hostile feeling 
in Ireland was a signal that the Unionists’ 
efforts, upon which depended in no light 
degree the glory and continuance of the 
empire, must not be relaxed, 

The maintenance of our position in Ire- 
land is the most vital object the empire 
has, and it can only be attained by strenu- 
ous exertions,’’ said the Premier. —

that they did not. He said the recent 
expressions of hostility were more uncom- 
promising than any expressions which had 
ever issued from the lips of Parnell or 
O'Connell.

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SHERIFF GUDEN TESTIFIES 


Admits He Made No Denial of 
Reiss’s Statements. 


Says He Thought It Was Necessary to 
Blacken Dady in Order to Get 
Worth’s Support. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Feb. 5.—Sheriff Guden of 
Kings County was heard to-day in his own 
behalf before the Governor. For three 
hours he was subjected to a searching 
cross-examination, which will be continued 
to-morrow. It was after 6 o'clock, when 
Gov. Odell called a halt and asked Mr. 
Shearn, attorney for the complainant, how 
much more time he wanted. The lawyer 
replied that he desired at least two hours, 
whereupon the Governor adjourned the 


hearing. 

The Executive Chamber was again crowd- 
ed with spectators, among them many wo- 
men who had been attracted by the an- 
nouncement that Miss Cameron, Col. 


Dady’s stenographer and confidential clerk, 
Was to testify. Miss Cameron was stylish- 
ly dressed, and made an interesting wit- 
ness. Her evidence that no agreement be- 
tween Sheriff Guden and Col. Dady had 
ever been placed in Col. Dady’s safe was 
most positive. She said she knew every 
paper in the safe, and that she held the 
only set of keys to it, Col. Dady himself not 
being able to get anything out of the safe 
or put anything into it,unless she was pres- 
ent. 

Sheriff Guden followed her on the stana. 
He stood the cross-examination fairly well, 
although foreed into ‘admissions which 
were plainly embarrassing. He denied that 
he had ever made any such an agreement 
with Col. Dady, but admitted that he was 

resent when Bert Reiss told Senator 

Vorth of the agreement and that he made 
no denial of Reiss’s statements. He had 
been led to believe, he said, that it was 
necessary to blacken Dad¥ to Worth -n 
order that he might get Wegth’s support of 
his candidacy for Sheriff. 

He further admitted that after Reiss had 
attempted to bribe him and had teld the 
story about the agreement to Worth he 
still. intended to make Rciss his counsel. 
Gov. Odell asked him if he had ever denied 
the existence of the agreement to any one 
subsequent to Reiss’s statement about it to 
Worth and prior to the election. He said 
he had not. He thought it necessary to 
keep quiet in order to gain the support of 
the Worth, Atterbury, and Kessel faction, 
which was opposed to Dady. It was part 
of the political game. When asked by Mr. 
Shearn how far he thought he could go in 
playing politics he said: 

“Oh, I would stop at murdeg,or larceny.” 

“Don’t you think it was larceny for you 
to take from Senator Worth a one-thou- 
sand-dollar check which he was induced to 
give you upon your information that you 
were fighting Dady?”’ 

Guden said he did not think it was. 

At the conclusion of the hearing Gov. 
Odell said he had foltowed the statement 
of the Sheriff with great interest, but did 
not care to say anything further about the 
case at this time. 

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff has _ receivéd 
cablegram from Col. Dady, who says he 
@xpects to return to New York from Cien- 
fuegos about Feb. 14. 


THE DAY’S WITNESSES. 

ALBANY, Feb. 5.—The first witness ex- 
amined to-day in the Guden inquiry was 
David M. Stone, who assisted in the con- 
duct of the Sheriff's campaign. He savas 
caHed by the defense, and swore that no 
promis@ had been made to him about ap- 


ointments and that he had made no prom- 
ses. “ 

J. W. Doremus, the next witness,. stated 
that #re went to Reiss’s office with Guden 
a week after the election. Mr. Reiss. Mr. 
Guden, and Mr. Sanford were there. There 
Was a‘general conversation over the result 
of election. He did not hear anything about 
any agreement or about the. patronage of 
the Sheriff's office. Subsequently eiss 
asked him if he would bring the Sheriff to 
see him, which he did. At that time Mr. 
Reiss said he believed the courts would 
hold the Sheriff's salary law to be uneon- 
stitutional. 

Reis$ said, according to the witness, that 
if he were to be the Sheriff's counsel the

Telative to the salary bill. Sheriff Guden 
«ame to see Mr. Reiss that afternoon and 
Mhe witness was present. They talked 
about the bonds of the office of Sheriff. 
There was no conversation about the pa- 
tronage or any agreement they had pre- 
viously made. 

Mr. Weinberg questioned Mr. Doremus as 
to the conversation which had taken place 
on the occasion of that visit to Mr. Reiss’s 
cffice. The witness replied: 

“There was some general conversation 
on the subject of patronage. Mr. Jaquil- 
Jard asked: ‘Is this a question of money?’ 
Mr. Kissel said: ‘If it is, we are ready.’ 
Mr, Guden said: ‘What do you mean?’ 
Kissel replied: ‘ We are here to talk busi- 
ness." Mr. Guden responded: ‘ This looks 
like bribery... Mr. Reiss and Mr. Guden 
went to the outer office. and when they 
came back Mr. Guden said that he had re- 


+ fused more money on a former occasion for 


erforming a less service. He liked money, 

ut he did not care to do this. He thought 
it looked very much like bribery. 

“When we left the office,’ continued the 
witness, “‘Guden said to me: ‘Did vou 
know that there was $6,000'in that room?’ 
I replied that I did not know it. He then 
told me that -Mr. Reiss hadstold him that 
$6.000 could be raised.”’ 

The witness testified to several subse- 
quent interviews at which Mr. Guden and 
Mr. Reiss were present. On one occasion 
he heard some one say: “ You had better 
get back the agreement.”’.and Mr. Guden 
replied, ‘‘I will attend to that.” He was 

. Also present during a conversation with 
Mr. Guden about going down the bay to 
see Mr. Dady. He had heard Guden say 
the day after election that there was an 
agreement between himself and Mr. Dadv. 
That agreement. Mr. Guden Said. was a tel- 
ephone conversation he received from Mr. 
Dady the day the latter left for Havana. 
Mr. Dady had asked him not to promise 
patronage to any members of the Repub- 

. ican Executive Committee until he re- 
turned from Havana. 

Mr. Guden had never told the “witness 
there was an agreement in writing between 
Mr. Dady and himself. He had never heard 
Sheriff Guden say that if he only. had 
33.000 he could take care of Bert Reiss. 

In reply to a question of Mr. Shearan, Mr. 
Doremus said that he did not intend to con- 
vey the impression on his direct examina- 
tion that an attempt had been made to bribe 
Mr. Guden at Mr. Reiss’s office: He sim- 
ply meant to sav that Jaguiilard had said 
to Guden: “‘Is this a question of money?” 
He (the witness) had not. considered this 
bribery. 

Joseph D. White, President of the Hamil- 
ton Trust Company, was asked about Mr. 
Reiss calling on him on Jan. 17 in reference 
to a loan on 500 shares of stock. The de- 
fense objected to his testifying about the 
stock transaction. claiming that the Gov- 
ernor had already ruled out evidence along 
that line by declaring that Mr. Reiss was 
not on trial. ’ ¢- 

Mr. Wernberr said he wanted to show 
that Mr. Reiss had made a false statement 
on the stand yesterday in reference to his 
talk with Mr. White. The Governor ruled 
the evidence out. 

An affidavit from J. W. Van Hoesen, a 
physician, declaring that William L. San- 
ford was ill and unable to appear, was 
presented. It stated that Mr, Sanford had 
had typhoid fever. A deposition made by 
Mr. Sanford was offered as evidence, and 
Attorney Shearan objected, claiming that 
it was contrary to everv rule of law that 
an affidavit should be admitted as evidence 
where cross-examination was out of the 
question. He declared that Mr. Sanford’s 
interests were identical with those of Mr. 
Guden and that he had been rewarded by 

, the latter with a position paying $6.000 a 
year. The Governor took the affidavit un- 
der advisement for a while, stating that he 
would make a ruling on it later. 

Miss Cameron was the next to take the 
stand. During the examination that fol- 
lowed these were some ‘of the questions 
and answers: 

Q.—You know Mr. Guden, do you’ not? A.—Yes, 

Q.—Did he ever make you ar offer of money 
and a position if you would let him examine the 
contents of the safe? A.—No, Sir. 

'Q.—Were you ever offered money and a posi- 
tion to leave the doors of the safe open and-go 
out of the room for a time? A.—No. Sir. 

Q.—Are the receipts for money disbursed by 
Mr. Dady for campaign expenses k2pt in that 
safe? A.—No, Sir. # 

Sheriff Guden took the stand. He was 
first told that he was to receive the Shriev- 
ality nomination bv Mr. Dady over the tele- 
phone. _He feared that Worth’s influence 
might be against him. He talked these 
matters over with Mr. Reiss. : 
“Mr. Reiss.” the witness said. “ told me 
to tell Jacob Worth that an agreement had 
been entered into between me and Mr. Dady 
by which he was to receive all fees from 
my office in excess of $12,000 and the con- 
trol of all the patronage. Reiss told me to 
tell Senator Worth that story in order te 
secure his support. I went'to see Senator 

Worth and asked him for his’support. He

He made him 
sign an agreement to give him ail fees of

LUNACY BILL PASSED. 


Senator White’s Charges Against Man- 
aging Boards—Accusations Brought 
Strong Responses from Oppo- 
nents of the Measure. 

Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 5.—The Senate to-day 
passed the Lunacy bill by a vote of 31 to 18. 
Senators Elsberg, Malby, and Willard were 
the only Republican Senators who voted 
against the measure. The. passage of the 
bill was preceded by a stormy debate due 
to the repetition on the floor of. the Senate 
by Senator (White of Syracuse of the 
charges against the Boards of Managers 
which he made in a speech delivered to a 

mass meeting in Syracuse last Saturday. 

It is learned here to-night that the pub- 
licity given to these charges has aroused 
prominent workers for public charities in 
New York City to such an extent that they 
will send a commission to Albany in a few 
days to demand of the Governor a full in- 
vestigation. Mr. White said on the floor of 


the Senate, as he did in his speech at Syra- 
cuse, that the charges were based upon in- 
formation received by the Governor in his 
investigation of the State insane asylums. 

Senators Brown and Hill, both Repub- 
licans, refused to give any countenance to 
these charges. They said that, while they 
weuld vote for the bill, they wanted it dis- 
tinctly understood that they held the 
Boards of Managers in the highest esteem. 
Senator Grady took occasion on the roll 
eall to state his opinion of Senator White's 
charge. It was remarkable, he said, after 
it had been distinctly stated’ by the 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee at 
the hearing on thebill, that there was no 
purpose of casting reflection upon the 
Boards of Managers, and that the proposi- 
tion intolved in the proposed legislation 
was merely one of a change of system, 
that, in the closing moments of the debate, 
a Republican Senator should arise and 
make charges against the. Boards of Man- 
agers, which, if true, branded them as dis- 
honest. 

“And this information,’’ said Senator 
Grady, “‘ comes, we are told, from the Gov- 
ernor. I can’t believe it. He did not see 
fit to make these accusations in his pmes- 
sage, and if he had all this information of 
corruption and infamy and failed to take 
action upon it, he certainly is put under 
a serious indictment by his friends.” 

Senator Elsberg, in voting against the 
bill, also referred to Senator White's 
charges. The Senator from Syracuse, he 
said, had accused him of having his ear 
to the ground and of voting against tne 
because it was unpopular. He said he vot- 
ed against the bill’ because it was wrong 
as well as unpopular. Senator White's po- 
sition, he declared, was due to stress of 
weather. ‘‘The Senator from Syracuse,” 
he said, ‘*‘ has had his ear to the ground 
listening for the rumble of the political 
chariot which is to bear him to higher 
ylace.”’ This was a reference to Senator 
Vhite’s candidacy for the Republican nom- 
ination for Lieutenant Goyernor. 

The press and — in the up-State 
cities where State asylums are located are 
much wrought up over Senator White's 
allegations, and reports which reach here 
are to the effect that there will be a gen- 
eral demand for a full hearing on these 
charges. Countercharges already are be- 
ing made. The following appears in ‘to- 
day's Syracuse Herald: 

Does Senator White happen to know anything 
about the appointment through the influence 
of the State Committee in Lunacy (which at 
present really means to all intents and purposes 
Mr, Parkhurst of Canandaigua, the ‘* business 
man'’ of the committee) of the brother-in-law 
of Senator John Raines of Canandaigua, to the 
newly created position of purchasing agent of 
the Manhattan and Long Island State Hospitals 
for the Insane at a salary of $5,000 a year, 
raised to this amount at once from $2,100 a 
year, the salary he received as steward of the 
King's Park Insane Hospital? If not, this might 
prove a fertile field toward which the Senator 
might extend his investigations. 

This evening Gov. Odell said he had re- 
ceived a request from President Canfield 
of the State Charities Aid Association for 
a hearing on the bill before it is signed. 
Gov. Odell said he would give the desired 
hearing some day next week. Senator 
White has received a telegram from Presi- 
dent Canfield and from the Committee of 
Twenty in New York asking him to name 
a dav when he will submit proof of the 
charges which he made in his Syracuse 
speech and reiterated on the floor. of the 
enate to-day. Senator White said the 
evidence in support of his accusation is on 
file in Albany. 

Gov. Odell said this evening that the 
Charities bill would go in next week. “f 
see no reason,”’ he said, “‘ why all the char- 
ities of the State should not be put upon a 
business basis.’" It is understood that the 
Charities bill has been framed upon -the 
same line as the Lunacy bill and provides 
for a reduction of the Charities Board to 
three members. The opposition to this

MR. JEROME’S EXCISE BILL 


District Attorney Has Hard Time 
Getting It Introduced. 


Senator Wagner Finally Consents, but 
Marks It “ By Request "—What the 
Governor Will Do to It. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb, 5.—District Attorney Je- 
rome had a rather discouraging experience 
with his excise bill to-day. Mr. Jerome 
reached the capital at 10 o'clock and went 
straight to the executive chamber, where 
he had a short conference with Gov. Odell. 
He would not discuss what passed between 
him and the Governor, but when the Gov- 
ernor was asked about their interview he 


said: 
‘“Mr. Jerome told me that he had come to 


Albany with an excise bill and explained 
its nature to me. I assured him that he 
would be given a fair hearing and that I 
would give the measure due attention when 


it came to me.” 

The Governor emphasized the words 
“when it came to me ”’ and smiled broadly. 
Chairman Dunn of the State Republican 
Committee, who was standing by when the 
Governor made this remark, said: ‘“In that 
case, Governor, I don't think you will have 
to worry, as the bill will probably never 


reach you.” 

On leaving the Governor, Mr. 
went to the Senate Chamber and sent in for 
Senator Wagner. Some days ago Senator 
Wagner wrote to Mr. Jerome informing 


him that he would be glad to introduce 
his bill. Mr. Jerome haa an appointment 
with Senator Wagner at the Ten Eyck 
Hotel at 11 o'clock last night to present to 
him a copy of the bill and arrange for its 
introduction in the Assembly, as well as 
the Senate. He failed to keep the ap- 
pointment, being detained at the’ Fort 
Orange Club until nearly midnight. This 
morning before Mr. Jerome arrived at the 
Capitol a mumber of the Democratic Sena- 
tors who had read the provisions of Mr. 
Jerome's bill in the morning papers got 
around Senator Wagner and told him he 
was foolish to introduce Jerome's Dill. 
They told him he ought to allow the Re- 
publicans to take the initiative in the mat- 
ier. They brought Senator Wagner around 
to their view. Accordingly, when Mr. Je+ 
rome called Senator Wagner out of the 
Senate and handed him his bill he found 
him surprisingly unresponsive. After look- 
ing over the bill, Senator Wagner said: 

“The measure is altogether too radical. 
I could not afford to sponsor it. I don’t be- 
lieve in a wide-open Sunday. It is not the 
question of hours that I object to, but the 
proposition that the saloons be allowed to 
remain open as usual. If you want to allow 
the side doors to be opened, well and good, 
but that is as far as { would be willing to 
go. The bill should also do something to- 
ward eliminating the Raines law hotel. I 
am oposed to ten-room hotels.” 

“Then, you would not feel offended, Sen- 
ator, if 1 gave the bill to some one else?”’ 
asked Mr. Jerome. ; 

“Not at all; not at all,’ replied Senator 
Wagner, with evident,indication of relief. 

Mr. Jerome then sent in .for Senators 
Grady and McCarren. He told them about 
his bill and his desire to have it introduced. 
Roth said they were extremely sorry, but 
they could not do him thet favor. After a 
somewhat lengthy discussion between the 
trio it was finally decided that Senator 
Wagner should introduce the bill marked 
“by request.” Senator Wagner was sent 
for and agreed to this proposal. _ 

Other Democratic Senators, hearing about 
what was going on, came out and looked 
upon what they regarded as a comedy with 
unsuppressed enjoyment. / : 

“Why don’t he give the bill to me,” said 
Senator Plunkitt. ‘I would be delighted 
to take it down to the City Hall bootblack 
stand (Plunkitt's office) and sit on it.” 

Some one suggested to Plunkitt that he 
agree to introduce the bill, provided Jerome 
would give a promise that his vested rights 
in the bootblack stand should not be dis- 
turbed. And so the raillery went on until 
the group was broken up, and Sénator 
Wagener, after marking the bill conspic- 
uously ‘“‘Introduced by request,” put it

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into his pocket and returned to the Senate 
Chamber. . 

Mr. Jerome then went over to the Assem- 
bly side and saw George M. Palmer, the 
leader of the minority, about having. the 
bill introduced in that body. Mr. Jerome 
said he would .:* very much to have Mr. 
-"almer introduce it. Mr. Palmer turned 
pale. Schoharie County, where Mr. Palmer 
comes from, is one of the strictest temper- 
ance counties in the State. Mr. Palmer ex- 
plained to Mr. Jerome why he was unable 
to take advantage of the opportunity. He 
promised, however, to do what he could to 
find some member worthy of the honor. 
This evening Mr. Palmer announced that 
the bill would be introduced in the Assem- 
bly ‘by Assemblyman McCullough of New 
York, who succeeded Julius Harburger, 
who while he served in the Assembly was 
noted for his espousal of excise proposi- 
tions. 

If Mr. Jerome felt disappointed at the re- 
ception given to him and his bill he suc- 
ceeded admirably in concealing it. He said 
he considered its introduction by request a 
happy idea. - 

“Going in marked ‘By request,’’’ Mr. 
Jerome said. ‘* the bill is referred to com- 
mittee and hearing is given on it. Those 
who favor it and those who are against.it 
are listened to, and the bill is reported out. 
A vote can be taken and Republicans and 
Democrats alike can vote for it, it not 
being a party measure. If it had been in- 
troduced by a Democrat of his own voll- 
tion it would not receive any Republican 
support, consequently it. would be killed in 
a hurry.” 

Mr. Jerome held a levee in the Assembly 
Chamber and was presented to many mem- 
bers. He left for New York this evening. 
Chairman Knipp of the Assembly Com- 
mittee on Excise, said this evening that a 
hearing on the Jerome bill would be given 
Feb. 18. Mr. Jerome announced his inten- 
tion of coming to Albany and appearing at 
the hearing to make an argument. 


Pigeon-Shooting Bill Reported. 

ALBANY, Feb. 5.—The Judiciary Commit- 
tees of the Senate and Assembly gave a 
hearing on the Slater anti-pigeon shooting 
bill this afternoon. There were present a 
dozen of the best shots in the State, who 
declared that there was nothing cruel in 
the sport. James R. Keenan, President of 
the Sportsmen's Association of the State, 
made the principal argument for the sports- 
men, while John P. Haines, President’ of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, made the principal argument in 
favor of the bill. The committee decided to 
report the bill favorably. 


To Report Mills Judiciary Resolution. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 5.—The Senate 
Codes Committee decided to-night to report 
favorably Senator Mills’s concurrent. reso- 
lution for an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion in relation to Justices of the Supreme 


Court. It provides that the Legislature 
shall have the power at any time to in- 
crease the number of Justices in any dis- 
trict, but the number of Justices shall never 
exceed one to each 80,000 of population. 
The amendment further authorizes the di- 
vision of the Second Judicial District into 
two districts. 


CLAVERDALE REACHES PORT. 


Came in Under Her Own Steam After 


Being Pulled Off Brigantine Shoals. 

The British steamship Claverdale, Capt. 
Harding, from China and Japan, which 
went ashore on Brigantine Shoals, during 
the gale Sunday night, was floated yester- 
day. Sie.came up to the city under her 
own steam, and apparently was little the 
worst for her three days’ experience. ‘Capt. 
Harding said that none of his men were 
any the worst for their adventure.

Substitution Urged by W. B. Par- 
sons, Representing Mayor Low. 


Citizens Heard on Bills to Safeguard 
Travel, While Railroad Commission 
Granted Right to Increase Speed. 


ALBANY, Feb. 5.—The Railroad Commis- 
sion this morning issued an order increas- 
ing the rate of speed at which trains of 
the New York Central and’ the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroads may 
run through the tunnel from Ninety-sixth 
to. Fifty-sixth Street, New York City, 
from eighteen miles’ an hour to twenty- 
four miles an hour. This was on the ap- 
plication of General Manager Franklin of 
the tunnel, who sent to the Railroad Com- 
mission.an application signed by thirty-six 
engineers~-of the New Haven Road and 
many from the Central, alleging that they 
could not get their trains in. on time, and 
that twenty-four miles an hour would re- 
lieve the situation. Twenty-four miles an 
hour will allow the distance between Fifty- 
ninth and Ninety-sixth Streets, about two 
miles, to be made in five minutes. 

At the time the Railroad Commissioners 
were taking this action New Y k, New 

; Rochelle, and Mount. Vernon citizens, 
headed by William Barclay -arsons, Chief 
Engineer of the Rapid. Transit Commis- 
sion, were assembling for a hearing on the 
bill of Assemblyman Wainwright to com- 
pel a change of motive power and improve- 
ments to the tunnel by January, 1904. This 
meeting opposed the Bedell bill, which gives 
to the. Railroad Commission the right to 
regulate the improvements, and does not 
specify the time of completion. Mr. Par- 
sons, representing Mayor Low, -had with 
him a strong letter from the Mayor in- 
dorsing the Wainwright bill, and suggest- 
ing a change of motive power. The May- 
or’s letter in part said: 

It is. intolerable to contemplate the continued 
use of steam in a tunnel under conditions 
which, twice within ten years, have resulted in 
dreadful loss of life. 


It is, of course, possible for the Legislature to 
refer the matter with power to the Railroad 
Commissioners, but I am of the opinion that the 
public mind 1s so thoroughly satisfied upon the 
point at issue that no further investigation jis 
necessary, and that the only thing required to be 
done is to secure a mandate from the State fix- 
ing a time limit within which the change from 
steam power to electricity must be made. It is 
for this reason that I am asking you to attend 
the hearing of which I have spoken. 

Your own knowledge of what is proposed to be 
done by the Penneylvania Railroad Company 
and’ what has already’ been done by way of 
substitution of electricity for steam power under 
similar conditions elsewhere, will enable you 
to satisfy the Railroad Commission of the As- 
sembly, as I hope, that the change in motive 
power suggested is entirely practicable. 


There were also present Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Whitman of New York, 
Assemblyman Wainwright, the introducer 
of the biil; Clarence Bishop Smith, repre- 
senting the Park Avenue Association of 


New York; Joseph F. Wood, representing 

the Mayor and Board of Trade of Mount 

Vernon; Thomas G.. Hall of New Rochelle, 

H. H. Colwell, President of the New Ro- 

chelle Board of Trade, and Arthur O. Sher- 
man of Rye.. William P, Rudd appeared in 
opposition to the bill, representing the in- 
terests of the New York Central Railroad. 
The Bedell bill, which empowers the State 
Railroad Commission to abolish the use of 
steam in the tunnel and fix a date when 
tis shall be done, was read at the same 
ime. 

In opening the discussion on his bill Mr. 
Wainwright stated that he thought the 
Railroad Commission had power to aboi- 
ish the use of steam in the tunnel, but for 
some reason had not done so. Chairman 
Bedell of the committee stated that 
commission had no such power.

| SUPREME COURT REPORTER. 


| William Hepburn Russell Says State 
Can Save Thousands by Making 
This a Salaried Office. 
Spectal to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 5.—William Hepburn Rus- 
sell, Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Greater New York Democracy and 
one of Mayor Low's Commissioners of Ac- 
|} counts, appeared before the Assembly Come- 


mittee on Codes to-day. He made a plea 
for the passage of Assemblyman Black- 
well’s bill to amend the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure by providing that the Justices of the 
Appellate Divisions of the Supreme Court 
shall meet in convention at Albany during 
the month of June, 1902, on a day to be 
designated by the Presiding Justices, for 
the purpose of appointing a Supreme Court 
reporter, to be paid by the State an annual 
salary of $5,000 and allowed $5,000 addi- 
tional for clerk hire. 

Mr. Russell, in addressing the committee, 
asserted that the present Supreme Court 
reporter, Mr. Hun, was making over $20,<- 
OO a year. 

“The shibboleth of this administration,"*® 
said Mr. Russell, ‘‘ seems to be economy. 
Here is a case where a considerable saving 
| annually can be made to the State without 
injustice to any one.”’ 

Mr. Russell then submitted to the come 
| mittee a detailed statement of the amount 
| made by the Supreme Court Reporter since 
| 1874. It showed that his total income 
| from the publication of the Supreme Court 
reports and the Appellate Division reports 
| since 1874 had been $314,470.23. For.the last 
| five years the nuiaber of Hun’s reports 
| issued per year has been eleven volumes, 
| which at $2,000 per volume, the average 
amount earned on each volume, amounted 
to $110,000, or $22,000 per year. During the 
coming year, under the existing system, 
Mr. Russell said Mr. Hun would make rot 
less than $24,000. 

There were plenty of lawyers in the 
State, Mr. Russell said, who would be glad 
to get out the reports for $5,000 a year, and 
he had no doubt, he said, that men could 
| be found who would do the work much bet- 

ter than ft was done at present, the New 

York reports issued by Mr. Hun being much 
| inferior to fhe reports of other States, nota- 
bly Massachusetts.

Daniel Frohman Secures a Site for 
a Playhouse. 


it Will Probably Be Finished Next Octo- 
ber and Will Be Located in West 
45th Street—Mr. Sothern 

May Open It. 


Daniel Frohman is to build a new play- 
to take the place of the Lyceum 
It is to be located on West Forty- 
fifth Streét, 175 feet east of Broadway, and 
will cover five lots on that street, extending 
back and taking in a lot on Forty-sixth 
Street. It will be called the New Lyceum 
Theatre, and Mr. Frohman announces that 
he will not depart from the policy he has 
always followed in his choice of plays. 

Since Mr. Frohman was assured that the 
Lyceum Theatre was destined to be de- 
molished he has been looking for a site for

him on Broadway, but he did not care for a 
site on that thoroughfare, giving as his 
reason that it is always congested at night 
with traffic. Leo Schlesinger, the Presi- 
dent of the Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, 
acted for Mr. Frohman in the purchase of 
the property he has chosen. Pease & Elli- 
man, the real estate brokers of 520 Fifth 
Avenue, consumating the deed. The prop- 
erty is 88 by 100 feet on Forty-fifth Street 
and 16 by 100 feet on Forty-sixth Street; 
230,000 was the price pald. 

On the new theatre site are a row of resi- 
dences, These will be torn down as soon 
as the leases expire, and it is expected that 
work on the foundation will be begun April 
1 next and that the theatre will be ready to 
open in October. Mr. Frohman states that 
he will equip the playhouse with every 
modern improvement known, gnd several 
experiments in ventilation and heating will 
be tried. It will not be a large theatre, hav- 
ing a seating capacity of about 900. It will 
follow in many respects the design of the 
arrick Theatre, the stage facing Forty- 
fifth Street. The dressing rooms, ma- 
chinery, and workrooms will be in the rear 
of the stage on Forty-sixth Street. It is 


Mr. Frohman’s intention to copy the in- 
terior design of the Lyceum Theatre very 
closely, much so, he says, as to make the 
the -atregoer believe he is in the old house. 
There will be a gallery, which the present 
Lyceum Theatre has not got. 

The seats, Mr. Frohman says, will be the 
most comfortable in any theatre in New 
York and the rows will be separated so that 
no one will be forced to sit in an uncom- 
fertable position. The foyer in the front 
of the theatre will extend the full length 
of the site on Forty-fifth Street, opening 
into courts on both sides extending from 
street to street, and into which will open 
many exits from the theatre. The foyer 
and the courts, which Mr. Frohman now in- 
tends to have covered, will serve as a 
promenade, and there will be lounging and 
smoking rooms. 

Mr. Frohman has engaged Herts & Tal- 
lant, architects, who promise him a very 
owtw and artistic playhouse. He 
1 still continue as manager of Daly's 
Theatre, reserving it for musical and spec- 
tacular attractions. It is probable that E. 
H. Sothern will open the new theatre. 


“HALL OF FAME” A SUCCESS. 


Big Production at the New York Re- 
ceived with Marked Favor. 


“If you don't see what you want—don’t 
ask for it; for you'll get it by and by” 
ought to be posted up in big red letters at 
the New York Théatre. In the “‘ Hall of 
Fame," produced there last night, there is 
something for everybody, except, perhaps, 
the very serious-minded person who wants 
a minute to think. Such a one would not 
even have that short time for reflection, 
for this big affair has too much to engage 
attention to permit of even a njment’'s 
introspection. However, that is hardly a 
fault, for it is quite obvious that there 
wasn't the slightest intention on the part 
of the Sire Brothers to make an appeal 
to Shakespearean students and lovers of 
Maeterlinck. 

“Too much for the money,” was the re- 
mark of one enthusiast in the middle of the 
second act. That is the keynote of any- 
thing in the way of disparagement that 
might be said. There is quite three times 
too much, and with the insistent encores, 
somewhat too graciously acceded to, last 
night, it is not quite certain that there is 
not four times too much. But the fault is 
one that may easily be amended, and then 
Hall of Fame ”’ is likely to stand out 
as one of the successes of its class. 

It has a story involving an actor who 
seeks fame by pretending to go through 
Niagara Falls in a barrel, but persons who 
don’t care fer stories need not be alarmed. 
During most of the time spent in the thea- 
tre they will be quite as oblivious to the 
existence of said story as the authors 
were in putting the entertainment togeth- 
er and the actors in setting it forth. 

There is an abundance of clean, broad- 
fun in the piece, and at least one bit of 
really fine characterization. Annie Lewis, 
in a burlesque of Mrs. Fiske, succeeded ad- 


mirably. Dan McAvoy, with the less diffi- 
cult task of imitating David Warfield, was 
also successful, and throughout the even- 
ing he evoked applause and laughter. His 
funniest moment, possibly, was wher: he 
gave an imitation of a harp player, using 
the bars of his prison for the strings of the 
instrument. 

Scene painters and costumers have com- 
bined to produce many rich pictures fa- 
the “ Hall of Fame,” the climax in effects 
being reached in a view of Niagara Falls, 
which is really impressive. 

Last—the music. It is hard to escape the 
stock phrase—it contains airs that will be 
wh—there, it was almost said. But there is 
a way to get around even this difficult 
problem; much of the music is of the sort 
that is sure to do leag service in making 
nimble the tri ping feet of waiters in the 
resorts of table d’aote. Atid the echo of 
some of it is likely to linger *‘ till Summer 
comes again.” 

Emma Carus made the hit of the even- 
ing in her song, ‘‘ Nancy’; Frank Doane 
gave a capital imitation of John Drew, and 
Georgia Kelly pleased especially in ‘‘ Love 
Is a Jailor.’ 

Mabelle Gilman provided a refined note 
in the general performance, and of Marie 
Dressler’s songs, ‘‘ When Charlie Plays the 
Slide Trombone,”’ with its rollicking chorus, 
seemed most liked. For others who won 
favor, see the programme—almost every- 
body had a share of it during the evening. 


MR. GALLICO’S PIANO RECITAL. 


Mr. Paolo Gallico, a local pianist of excel- 
lent repute, gave a recital yesterday after- 
noon at Mendelssohn Hall. His programme 
consisted of the following numbers: 
Weber's sonata, opus 24; Beethoven's A 
major variations; Schumann's “‘ Papillons,” 
a Schumann caprice on a Paganini theme; 
two preludes, and the fantasia, opus 49, of 
Chopin; Louis Saar’s ballade, opus 18, No. 
1, D minor; his own “ Suite Mignonne,” an 
etude by Nowakowsky, and Rubinstein's 
“Valse Allemagne.”’ 

In the search after unhackneyed pieces, 
Mr. Gallico was happy in his choice of the 
Weber sonata and unhappy in that of the 
Beethoven variations. One must be, in- 
deed, a slavish devotee of the great master 
of the sonata and the symphony to listen 
with unalloyed delight to these variations. 
To be sure they have some of the best 
qualities of Beethoven's piano music, and 
they are thoroughly in the idiom of the in- 
strument, but it must be confessed that 
they are just a trifle dry. They need the 
mighty name of their composer to carry 
them. The Weber sonata, on the other 
hand, is fresh and melodious, and its 
clarity of form is delightful. 

Mr. Gallico is a musical player. He has 
a good technic, of which the best feature 
is a genuine singing touch. He plays with 
taste and style, and he never becomes 
wearisome. His reading of Schumann's 
“ Papillons,”’ for example, was wholly ap- 
preciative of the content of that charming 
work, and. was graceful and poetic in mood

“AIDA” AT THE OPERA HOUSE. 


Second Performance of 
Verdi’s Egyptian Music-Drama. 
The Opera House last night was more 
than fairly filled and very brilliant in ap- 
pearance—on both sides of the curtain. The 
richness of the gencral mounting of the 
opera is enhanced by the comparative re- 
cency of some of the scenery, and the work 
of the stage management since the first 
performance was evident in the increased 

smoothness of the general performance. 

The principals were the same as before, 
but the tenor was by no means so satisfac- 
tory as on the former occasion. There was 
much in his performance to command re- 
spect, but little to excite enthusiasm. The 
honors of the duet in the second act’ were 
very fairly divided between the Aida and 
the Amneris, and their double recall was 
tully earned. 

In the final quintet and chorus, the en- 
semble, in which Verdi apparently attempt- 
ed to out-Meyerbeer Meyerbeer, on his own 
ground, and came so near to accomplishing 
that difficult feat, everybody was compe- 
tent and efficient, and the effect was really 
inspiring. But in this Aida and Amonasro 
clearly contributed most of all to the total 
result. 

The powerful and penetrating quality of 
Mme. Gadski's voice and the fire and spirit 
of her acting at such a crisis are invalu- 
able, and the force with which she gave 
out the final high note fairly brought down 
the house. The orchestra was in excellent 
form and Mr. Seppilli conducted with in- 
telligence and spirit. It was a very satis- 
factory performance.

Lillian 
Nordica, acting on the advice or her physi- 
cian, will cancel all local dates, rest at 
least ten days longer, and then probably fill 
her engagement in Portland, Oregon.

MEN BURNED IN A BEER ‘VAT. 


Varnish That Two Were Using Caught 
Fire and They Were In- 
jured Badly. 


While varnishing the inside surface of a 
beer vat in the John Kress brewery, at 220 
East Fifty-fourth Street, yesterday after- 
noon, Joseph Schuler, twenty-six years old, 
of 1,027 Second Avenue, and John Dieth, 
twenty-eight years old, of 1,008 Avenue A, 
were for about ten minutes in danger of 
being burned or smothered to death. 

The men had a large bucket of varnish in 
the middle of the floor of the vat, from 
which they were painting the walls. Their 
light was furnished by a torch which they 
took turns in holding. Accidentally, this 
torch came in contact with the varnish, and 
immediately the inflammable waterial was 
burning over the whole vat. Schuler and 
Dieth were nearly suffocated by the fumes, 
and their clothing caught fire. They cried 
for help, and other workmen in the vat- 
room ran to their assistance. 

Ropes were thrown to them, ’ 
were hauled out, the rescuers suffering 
greatly from the smoke and flame. The 
two men kept their faces protected, so that 
they did not breathe the flame. Their 
clothes, however, were burning when they 
were pulled out. Blankets were obtained, 
and the fire was smothered. 

Policeman Connelly of the East 
first Street Station summoned an ambu- 
lance, and cared for by Dr. Forbes, the in- 
jured men were taken to Flower Hospital. 
There their injuries were found to be dan- 
gerous. They were scorched from head to 
foot. The beer vat, after all the varnish 
had been consumed, kept on burning, but 
was extinguished by the brewery hands.

Some blood was spilled, clothing was 
torn, and there were many black eyes given 
and taken. So far the university authori- 
ties have taken no action. 


NEW ‘W JERSEY MILITIA. 


Gov. Murphy Regine His Promised Re- 
organization of the National Guard. 
TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 5.—The reorganit- 

zation of the National Guard of the State 

promised by Gov. Murphy in his inaugural 
address was begun this afternoon, when 
the Governor, as Commander in Chief, is- 


sued an order authorizing the formation of 
a, new regiment of infantry, to be known 
as the Fifth Regiment, National Guard, 
with headquarters at Paterson. It will be 
assigned to the First Brigade. Companies 
A, C, K, and M of the First Regiment are 
transferred to the Fifth Regiment, but will 
retain their original: assignments. 

It is expected that a further order will 
be issued detaching the Englewood and 
Hackensack Companies from the Fourth 
Regiment and transferring them to the 
Fifth. It is understood that companies to 
fill the places of those detached will be re- 
cruited in’ Newark and stations along the 
Lackawanna and Erie Railroads. 


Says Foreign Cattle Bring Tubercuiosis. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 5.—In a paper 
read before the Central Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Association at its annual meeting here to- 
day James Wilson, Secretary of Agricult- 


ure, stated that it has been found that tu- 
berculosis is being spread by pure-bred im- 
ported animals purchased te improve the 
common cattle of this country, and sug- 
gested the propriety of shutting down on 
the importation of cattle and sheep, follow- 
ing the example of Great Britain. Glan- 
ders, too, he said, was an imported disease 
and he suggested that it might be well also 
to exclude foreign horses from the Ameri- 
can markets.

| From that time until his ordination, in 1877, 
he studied in England and Germany. Until 
1880 he was stationed at Grace Church, 
Boston, whence he came to. New York as 
assistant at St. Thomas’s. In 1886 he de- 
clined election as Bishop Coadjutor of Kan- 
sas, and the next year became first Arch- 
deacon of New York. Since 1893 he has 
been rector of St. John’s Church, Washing- 
ton.

Kaiser’s Yacht at St. Thomas. 

ST. THOMAS, Danish West Indies, Feb. 
5.—-The German Imperial yacht Hohenzol- 
lern, (which left Kiel on Jan. 18.) arrived 
here this morning. She will coal here to- 
morrow, and will sail on Saturday for Ber- 
muda, where it is expected that she, will 
arrive after a run of about two and one- 
half days. 

At Bermuda the yacht will coal, and prob- 
ably remain one day and a half. She will 
then sail for New York. It is expected that 
she will make the run from Bermuda to 
New York in forty hours. She may pos- 
sibly stay longer at Bermuda to await fair 
weather.

York in good order.

Consul Phillips, who secured for him pas- 
sage onftbe Snowflake, as a member of 
that vessel's crew. On the way over the 
Georgian had to do everything from stok- 
ing the engines to sweeping the decks, and 
as a result looked pitiful when he landed 
yesterday. The Captain of the steamship, 
he: said, did not give him a cent for his 
work during the voyage.

THE PAY OF UNITED STATES JUDGES 


Senator Hoar’s bill increasing the sal- 
aries of all the Judges of the Federal 
25 per cent. has been passed 
In the case of a 
certain number of the District and 
Circuit Courts, this increase is modi- 
fied by the fact that the bill requires that 
the Judges shall pay their own expenses 
when serving on the bench away from 
home, allowance having been made here- 
tofore for these expenses within a maxi- 
mum of $10 per day. Still, it remains 
true that the bill if now passed by the 
House would increase the compensation 
of the great body of the Judges of the 
Federal Courts by one-fourth.

A like provision for advance is made 
for the Judges of the Court of Claims 
and for the courts of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

We regret—indeed, 
ashamed—to say that this very moderate 
advance did not receive the unanimous 
support of the Judiciary Committee, and 
that it was strongly, and even violently, 
opposed on the fjoor of the Senate, espe- 
cially by Mr. Berry of Arkansas. The 
opposition of Senator BERRY .was based 
on very simple grounds. He did not 
think highergsalaries were needed in 
order to secure good Judges. He thought, 
for instance, that $10,000 a year for a 
Justice of the Supreme Court was 
enough, with the honor of the office, the 
life tenure, and the retirement at sev- 
enty, to secure the best Judges. He was 
perfectly sure that with that salary a 
Justice could live comfortably in Wash- 
ington, ,support and educate a family, 
and make all necessary provision for 
those dependent on him. He said noth- 
ing of the Judges of the lower courts, 
who do not get $10,000, and the majority 
of them not more than half that. 

It is not easy to reason with a man 
who can hold or avow these views... It 
is useless to point out to him that the 
Supreme Court Justices in this State get 
75 per cent. more than the Justices of 
ithe Supreme Court and that Judges of 
corresponding dignity in England get 
150 per cent. more. The standard of 
England or that of New York is not his 
standard. He simply cannot compre- 
hend the wrong done to the Justices and 
to the country by the present niggardly 
payment. 

His trouble, and that of others who 
joined in the debate later, is that their 
standard of comparison is not only nar- 
row and inaccurate, but selfish. It seems 
absurd to the Senator from Arkansas 
that a District Judge of the United States 
Court should be paid as much for his 
services as a Senator, and that a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court should be paid 
twice as mich as a Senator. Yet, put-

age usefulness or the average char- 

acter of Senators and Judges, there 
are obvious differences in the conditions 
of their employment. A Judge must be 
trained, and severely trained, in the 
profession of law. He must be possessed 
of ability sufficieht to attéin a high 
position at the bar before he will be con- 
sidered for the bench. By virtue of this 
training and ability he can rely on an

“ ACCIDENT” OR CRIME ? 

A tug started from New York for Bos- 
ton Sunday afternoon at 3:30 with three 
barges in tow. Within three hours there- 
after the wind was blowing so violent a 
gale as hardly comes once a year. The 
helpless hulks in fine 
weather, were swamped and thirteen 
lives were probably lost. The tug man- 
aged to weather the gale, or rather to 
run before it, and to make Newport. 

Is there no criminal responsibility for 
the loss of these lives on the part either 
of the master of the tugboat which put 
to sea, or on that of the man who staid 
ashore and ordered him to sea? When 
the tow started it was already blowing 
more than thirty miles an hour, and 
there was abundant warning, in the 
signs of the weather, that more was 
coming. And from 10 in the morning the 
storm signal was flying over the local 
office of the Weather Bureau. The 
morning reports had made it clear that 
a storm from the southwest was about 
to meet one coming from the Atlantic. 
Yet it was in the face of this warning 
that the tow was sent to sea and to the 
deaths of the men on the barges. There 
was the signal. There was the Weather 
Bureau, within hail by telephone, and 
ready to explain the conditions which 
had inspired the showing of the danger 
signal. An inquiry. would have revealed 
that those conditions showed a graver 
danger than that of which the signal 
was necessarily a warning. Yet nobody 
was even put on inquiry by the signal. 
And the tug and the barges went out to 
doom, in plain sight of the unheeded 
warning. If these facts do not consti- 
tute a case of criminal recklessness and 
negligence, Such a case would be hard to 
find. 
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STATUES AT RANDOM. 


Three bills now before Congress, pro- 
viding for public statues in Washington, 
illustrate the hopelessly haphazard and 
random way in which we go about to 
commemorate our famous men. All 
three of these measures are joint reso- 
lutions introduced into the Senate. One 
has passed that body and gone to the 
House, where it has been referred to 
the Committee on the Library. 

One provides for a statue commemora- 
tive of JoHN Paut Jones, one for a 
statue to Perer CHaRLEes L’ENFANT, and 
the third for a statue to LONGFELLOW. 
This latter is to be provided by “ The 
Longfellow Memorial Association,” and 
all that Congress is asked to do is to 
give it a place and pay $4,000, “or so 
much thereof,as may be necessary” to 
prepare the ground and build the pedes- 
tal. The Chairmen of the two commit- 
tees on the Library are the commis- 
sions in this case, although the adop- 
tion of a design by the association is 
held to be all that is necessary to pre- 
vent an unworthy monument. But, in 
the case of JouNn Pau. JoNngEs, the same 
commission is empowered to select a 
design and to pay $10,000 for the statue. 
In the case of L’ENPrANT, “the officer 
in charge of the public building and 


grounds " is added to the commission, 
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and the limit of cost is raised to $50,000. 
Moreover, while the site for the Lona-

But it is a reproach 
that Washington has no effigy. of the 
very picturesque and statuesque figure 
of the founder of the American Navy. 
As for L’ENFANT, he is the tutélary saint 
of the city, and worthy. of all 
there, even though WASHINGTON did find 
him ‘of an untoward disposition” and 
JEFFERSON saw no way to get on with 
him except to pay him less than he de- 
manded or would take and let him go. 
It is to the complete lack of system in 
the commemoration that the objection 
lies, the same lack of system that has 
caused the rotunda in the Capitol, where 
is the job lot of statues, to be known 
as. ‘‘The Chamber of Horrors.” How 
absurd that the Secretary of War should 
be the arbiter of questions of art. As 
a matter of fact, he is already a member 
of some twenty-odd artistic commissions. 
And, although the present incumbent of 
the place happens to be a man of culti- 
vation, the appointment has nothing to 
do with his personal qualifications, and 
would equally fall upon as dense a 
Boeotian as ever occupied his place, and 
that is saying a good deal. And why

Just now there is a special commis- 
sion of artists which has rendered a 
report, and submitted a project for the 
embellishment Washington, which 
have been received with enthusiastic 
approval by all official and unofficial 
men. One of the chief morals:of the 
report of the commission is that it ought 
to be perpetuated, in order to save the 
capital in future from such vandalisms 
as those committed in the past, devices 
for the undoing of which comprises a 
great part of its recommendations. Why 
should not Congress continue a commis- 
sion in which everybody has confidence, 
and which must, to secure the best re- 
sults, be intrusted with the execution 
of its own plans? And why should not 
all agsthetic questions relating to Wash- 
ington, including the design and the 
placing of statues, be handed over to 
that commission, instead of pursuing the 
casual and promiscuous method of com- 
memorating great men, of which the pro- 
jects upon which we are commenting are 
flagrant instances.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——While in theory there is little or no 
objection to the changes which Assembly- 
man Davis's concurrent resolution pro- 
poses to make in that clause of the State 
Constitution relating to the forest preserve, 
there is, we think, a strong feeling among 
those best informed on the subject—and 
with no private interests to serve—that the 
law would better be left as it is. Of course 
more skpuld be done with the State woods 
than let them stand as they are, the old 
and mature trees losing rather than gain- 
ing value and preventing the growth of the 
trees that ought to be their successors. 
But lamentable experience has demonstrat- 
ed the danger of letting the lumbermen into 
a forest on any pretenses whatever. They 
simply will not observe the restrictions 
that may be placed upon them, agd though 
it is easy—since it makes “ patronage '’— 
to appoint Inspectors and Wardens to 
watch the lumbermen, it is not easy, and is 
practically impossible, to make such offi- 
cials do their duty. Circumstances render 
it necessary to select them from a class 
naturally out of sympathy with restrictive 
laws for the protection either of trees or 
game, and the result almost invariably is 
that sooner or later the majority of them 
‘‘stand in*’ with those who find immedi- 
ates profit in wholesale destruction. And 
the apprehensions of the enlightened have 
been confirmed, unfortunately, by the 
course pursued by the Cornell foresters, 
who have entered into entafigling alliances 
with the very worst enemies of the woods, 
have antagonized the people who were 
most eager to protect and extend, the for- 
ested domain, and have committed, the 
fatal blunder of denuding more land than 
they replanted. Beyond question, it is pos- 
sible to do petter with the woods than let 
them alone, but it is also possible to do 
vastly worse, and the chances are that in 
the present state of public education on 
forestry matters, if any choice is offered, 
the things done will be bad things. Some 
day we shall all be wiser than we are now, 
and then will be time enough to repeal the 
constitutional restrictions. 


——Many as were the reasons given by 
our Baltimore correspondent for paying 
the most respectful attention to any opin- 
ions expressed by Major RICHARD VENABLE, 
our utmost endeavors do not save us from 
deciding and saying that his remarks about 
Prince HENRY are neither creditable to his 
wisdom as an American citizen nor to his 
courtesy as a Virginian. The Major declares 
that he ‘‘despises’’ Princes, and that if 
all the Princes in Europe were herded in 
a vacant lot just around the corfer he 
would not walk there to see them. Hold- 
ing such sentiments, we do not at all won- 
der that the representative of the F. F. V. 
admits a slight degree of apprehension lest 
he should be taken for a barbarian. A va- 
cant lot full of Princes would be an inter- 
esting and instructive spectacle, and any- 
body who wouldn’t walk around the corner 
to see it would miss an excellent oppor- 
tunity—to confirm his democracy, if noth- 
ing else. And as for “ despising ” Princes, 
that is most foolish, since they are not, as 
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such, despicable, many of them being per- 
sons of real importance. One can question 
or deny their right to be important as 
much as one chooses, but the fact remhins. 
Prince Henry, for instance, is a person of 
importance, here as in, Europe, though, of 
course, in a very different way. He is the 
brother and representative of the man who 
is allowed for the present by several mill- 
ion people, many of them quite highly civil- 
ized—no more can be said, truly, of our- 
selves—to control their temporal and politi- 
ical destinies in very considerable measure. 
He comes here on an errand nominally of 
slight, but really of great, moment, and 
all he expects—he asks nothing—is that he 
sbe recognized for what he is. Possibly he 
likes our institutions as little like 
those which he himself a product, 
but he will not and it will be 

either undignified nor unpatriotic for us 
to maintain the same reticence while he is 
within hearing. Major VENABLE and others 
in his stage of development admit that offi- 
cial courtesy is due to Prince Henry. The 
Same obligation thus confessed rests upon 
every private citizen, and whoever ignores 
it is, as the Major hints about himself, a 
barbarian. 
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~—President Cantor's resolution provid- 
ing names for the East River bridges be- 
trays no brilliant talent as a nomenclator, 
and if it prevails a lot of people who are or 
think themselves possessed of imaginations 
are sure to be sorely disappointed; but, on 
the whole, the appellations are fairly good. 
Any: attempt to change the name of the 
Brooklyn Bridge would be hopeless at this 
late day. ‘ Williamsburg” is harsh, but 
it conveys geographical information. The 
worst of the four is ‘‘ Navy Yard,’ and 
that certainly ought to be changed to 
“Wallabout,”’ a good old name, made in 
the best of ways, and, though uncouth, 
charming to connoisseurs. Of ‘ Ravens- 
wood’”’ the most that can be said is that it 
is better than ‘‘ Long Island City,’ which 
might be the alternative, and of which 
Ravenswood formed a part. It’s something 
of a pity that we are forced to name three 
new bridges all at once. With more time, 
the bridges would name themselves, or at 
least it would be done unconsciously, un- 
der the dictations of necessity and conve- 
nience, which always give most satisfac- 
tory results. 


STUDY IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A letter appeared in last Saturday's issue 
of THE Times entitled ‘‘ Overstudy in the 
Public Schools,’’ and signed “ B.”” Some of 
the statements made in this letter I be- 
lieve to be exaggerated. I am myself a 
teacher in the public schools, and the ma- 
jority of my pupils are twelve or thirteen— 
the age mentioned by ‘B.” Moreover, I 
know some of them and their parents so- 
cially. Altogether, I believe I know where- 
of I speak. 

In the first place, ‘‘ B.’’ remarks that the 
school hours are from 9 to 12 and from 1 to 
3, and seems to think them too long. I will 
only say in response that#in the public 
school in the country which I attended the 
hours were from 9 to 12 and 1 to 4—~an hour 
longer—and thateI do not remember that 
any disastrous effects resulted or that we 
were a particularly sickly or overworked 
set of children. In addition to this extra 
hour at school, some of us did some study- 
ing at home. . 

In the second place, I believe “ B.”’ has 
greatly overstated the amount of time re- 


quired for the preparation of lessons at 
home. I believe, and my statement is 
based upon personal observation and the 
statements of pupils and parents, that an 
ordinarily bright child of twelve or _ thir- 
teen can learn the lessons required ff an 
hour and a half. Since the child has three 
hours before dinner, and two aft dinner 
before bedtime, it seems to me that time 
enough is left for rest and recreation. The 
lessons to be stugied at home are not long 
or difficult. 

As a matter of fact, what are they? A 
pupil is given examples to work and copy 
neatly in a book--never more than five, 
often only three, always review of work 
done in class. He must learn to spell eight 
or ten words and perhaps two definitions. 
The spelling lesson has been put on .the 
board, spelled in class, and any pecyliarity 
of elling or ——- sexplained or com- 
mented upon by the teacher. He has to 
learn about ten questions in geography, 
questions which have already been gone 
over in class. He has to learn the name, 
date, and a few important facts about some 
explorer, and he has a reading lesson to 
learn. Once in a while he may have a lit- 
tle something more—a few facts in ele- 
mentary science, or a quotation to learn, or 
a map to draw. That is all. The impor- 
tant point about the whole matter is that 
the lessons are so carefully given out that 
not much time is needed to learn them. 

Finally “ B."" calls the work “ fatiguing 
and confining."’ After everything for and 
against has, been said, very much depeAds 
upon the individual teacher. But my ex- 
perience has not led me to think that the 
majority of pupils regard the work as either 
“ fatiguing "’ or ‘‘ confining.”’

ON CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial yesterday under the title 
“Reforms in the Drawback System"’ you 
say 

It is really of no consequence to the Govern- 
ment or to the producer of domestic raw ma- 
terial whether so many pounds of imported 
material are re-exported or whether for the 
imported material domestic material is substi- 
tuted. The principle of protection to domestic 
industry is not threatened by such accidental or 
deliberate substitution, and the chances of fraud 
in connection with rebates are negligible, for 
the reason that they would do no harm if suc- 
cessfully ‘attempted. The import certificates on 
which the rebate was claimed and collected 
would be retained by the Treasury Department, 
and could not be used again, and in this way all 
the interests involved would be amply safe- 
guarded. 

Admitted that the Government can"pay 
but one rebate on any exported raw mate- 
rial, be it imported or a domestic substi- 
tute, how would an honest manufacturer, 
using domestic stuff, be protected against 


an unscrupulous competitor who used the 
better imported composition, on which he 
is entitled to a dmawback in re-exportation, 
this rebate being obtained by exporting 
goods of the same domestic composition (in 
which quality is secondary) and through 
false declaration as imported. This rebate 
will enable him to offset the higher cost 
of production and to place his goods on the 
arket at the same figure, or even less 
an his competitors. 

Thus, a Wishonest concern, with a higher 
grade of material in its manufactures com- 
bined with as low, or lower, market price 
than its rivals, could work an inestimable 
injury to its honest competitors, unless the 
crooked methods were brought to light. 

No doubt our customs laws are cumber- 
some and inconvenient, but the Govern- 
ment must keep an ever-watchful eye on 
imported materials, and whenever these, or 
any pert. are said to be re-exported, the 
identity must be established beyond a 
doubt. Lax regulations invite fraud, un- 
scrupulous persons are ever on the alert to 
take advantage of any breach by which 
they can circumvent our customs laws.

THE LAW AND RATE CUTTING. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ’ 

I beg leave to reply to the communica- 
tions of Jan. 18 from Mr. Robert W. Hig- 
bie and Mr. E. P. Bacon, published in your 
issue of Jan. 26. 

Mr. Higbie is incorrect in assuming that 
I say the present law does not prevent se- 
ecret rate cutting. It does prohibit secret 
rate cutting as explicitly as is possible. It 
makes the mere fact of a departure from 
the tariff rate an offense which is punish- 
able by a fine of not exceeding $5,000. The 
excuse so often urged for failure to enforce 
this act, that the imprisonment feature is 
an embarrassing circumstance, does not 
hold good for this offense of a departure 
from the tariff rate, as its punishment is 
by a fine only. The Inter-State Commerce 
Commission now‘has full power to examine 
all necessary books, accounts, and docu- 
ments, and to get all necessary‘ evidence, 
and to require the District Attorneys of the 
United States ‘to prosecute, and it is the 
express duty of the commission to enforce 
the act. The fact that it has not been en- 
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forced is the fault of the commission, 
not of the act. 

Mr. Higbie argues that the power to make 
rates for practically 200,000 miles of rail- 
road is too dangerous a power to be left In 
the hands of the railroad companies, and 
therefore must be vested in the commission. 
His argument rests upon the fundamental 
error that the railroads are now subject to 
no control. The fact is that every rate 
which is now too high or which is unjustly 
discriminatory is susceptible of adequate 
correction under the present act. 
bie theorizes about the insufficiency of the 
right to compel the carriers to cease and 
desist from charging unreasonably high or 
unjustly discriminatory rates, but he abso- 
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lutely fails to show that it has ever proved | 


insufficient in practice, and I confidently 
assert that it will prove entirely sufficient 
if the Inter-State Commerce Commission

Mr. Higbie speaks of the expense incident 
to the shipper now securing correction of 
unreasonable or unjustly discriminatory 
rates. There is no more necessity for a 


shipper incurring any expense now than if | 


the full ratemaking power were conferred 
upon the commission. The commission 

} now has the power to proceed upon its own 
complaint, and in all cases to enforce its 
orders at the expense of the Government of 
the United States, and not at the expense of 
the shippers interested. 

Nor will the honest and intelligent en- 
forcement of the present act result in long 
delays. The delays in litigation under the 
Inter-State Commerce act up to this time 
have not been experienced in cases where 
the commission was proceeding in accord- 
ance with the act; they have occurred 
where the commission has exceeded its 
powers, and consequently its orders ought 
not to have been enforced and were gener- 
ally suspended therefore until the Htiga- 
tion was finally decided. Almost without 
exception the final decision was that the 
commission had exceeded its powers in a 
palpable manner. When the commission 
acts within its powers, which are entirely 
adequate to meet the situation, there will 
be no necessity whatever for delays of this 
character, and there is absolutely no rea- 
son to believe that such delays will occur. 

Mr. Bacon speaks at some tength of the 
complaint of the Milwaukee Chamber of 
Commerce, which he says was heard and 
decided by the commission, but that its de- 
cision was disregarded by the railroad com- 
panies. He shows that the commission re- 
fused to take this case into court. This 
fact unerringly shows either that the com- 
mission was afraid that its order was not 
justified or it was afraid it would be sus- 
tained, and thereby prove the efficacy of 
the act, which would¢be contrary to what 
the commission has been trying to prove 
for many years. 

Mr. Bacon says that the fact that the act 
has not been enforced in many instances is 
conclusive evidence that it is insufficient 
and must be amended. This conclusion 
does not follow. To whatever extent the 
present act has failed to secure reasonable 
and non-preferential rates, the failure is 
due to the fact that the commission has not 
performed its manifest duty and exercised 
the substantial powers it has, The results 
suggest rather the amendment of the com- 
mission than the amendment of the act.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Thomas D. Robertson, 


CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—Thomas D. Robertson, 
a pioneer banker and lawyer of Northern 
Illinois, is dead at Rockford, aged eighty- 
four years. He was a native of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, and in his young days was in- 


terested in the publication of The Mechan- 
ics’ Magazine. In 1838 he came to America 
andé®ettled in Winnebago County. One of 
his first cases as a lawyer Was the prose- 
cution of the “ banditti of the prairie,” law- 
breakers who for years overran northern 
and western counties, stealing and murder- 
ing. In 18483 Mr. Robertson, with John A. 
Holland, opened the first banking house in 
Rockford, an institution of which he was 
President at the time of his death. He was 
ne of the founders of Beloit College and 
ockford College for Women. His estate 
is estimated at $750,000. 


George Willison. 


PITTSBURG, Feb. 5.—George Wilson, 
President of the Western Pennsylvania 
Humane Society, and the oldest ex-Mayor 


of Pittsburg, died at his home to-night. 
Mr. Wilson was Mayor during the war of 
the rebellion, and was instrumental in 
preventing the looting of the arsenal to 
supply the Confederates with arms and 
ammunition. He was prominent in city af- 
fairs up to the time of his death. 


Obituary Notes. 


WILLIAM HEATH, for half a century iden- 
tified with the soap and candle industry of 
Utica, died there yesterday, aged eighty- 
three years. 

FRED BATCHELER, a well-known seed mer- 
chant, and for many years Secretary of the 
Central New York Farmers’ Club, died in 
Utica last night. 


Mrs. SERANA SHORT, aged sixty-one, the 
most noted woman of the Chickasaw tribe, 
is dead at her home at Emet, I. T. She had 
figured prominently in the work of civ- 
ilizing the tribe of which she was a mem- 
ber. She was the mother of Mrs. Johnston, 
wife of the Governor. 


HENRY OCKERHAUSEN, a well-known resi- 
dent of Staten Island,, died at his home in 
Arrochar early yesterday. He was born in 
Staten Island about fifty years ago. He 
was a large property owner, and his resi- 
dence adjoined the reservation at Fort 
Wadsworth. He owned a large part of 
South Beach and made a big fortune rent- 
ing property to hotel men. 


ROBERT McCarRTEE, who died yesterday 
at Lakewood, N. J., was the son of the late 
Dr. D, B. McCartee, who, besides being 
well known as a Chinese scholgr and writer 
on Asiatic history and politics, became 
prominent in 1881 through services rendered 
to Americans in China at the time of the 
Tai-Ping rebellion. Robert McCartee’s 
grandmother, Jessie Graham McCartee, was 
the author of many religious poems. 

JOHN C. EVANs, President of the Milltown 
India Rubber Works, died of congestion of 
the brain at his home in Milltown, near New 
Brunswick, N. J., yesterday morning. He 
had been ill but a short time. Mr. Evans 
was one of the best-known rubber men in 
the United States and was for many years 
the Superintendent of the Meyer Rubber 
Factory at Milltown. Mrs. Evans was vis- 
iting relatives in New Haven, Conn., when 
her husband was taken ill, and did .not 
arrive at her home until after his death. 
He leaves, beside a wife, five children. 


Mrs. LETITIA STORM FERRIs, widow of Dr. 
Isaac Ferris, Chancellor of the University 
of New York, died suddenly at her home in 
Poughkeepsie, N, Y., on Tuesday morning. 
During the civil war she was very promi- 
nent in connection with the Sanitary Fair, 
and was Chairman of the Woman's Relief 
Committee. Since the death of Dr. Ferris 
Mrs. Ferris had made her home in Pough- 
keepsie, where she had identified herself 
with every charitable enterprise. She leaves 
on son, Morris Patterson Ferris, who is 
Secretary of the Sons of the Revolution. 


JOHN M. BALDWIN, sixty-five years old, 
a direct descendant of one of the founders 
of Newark and one of the oldest letter car- 
riers in the employ of the local Post Office, 
died at his home, at Newark, early yester- 
day morning, from apoplexy. He was 
stricken just as he finished his day’s work 
on Tuesday. He had been a letter carrier 
since May, 1885. He was a mémber of the 
Twenty-seventh New Jersey Volunteers, 
and served through the early part of the 
civil war. He is survived by one daughter, 
Mrs. Albert E. Sparks, with whom he lived. 


THOMAS W. GRIFFITH, seventy-four years 
old, President of the T. W. Griffith Com- 
pany, insurance brokers, died Tuesday 
night at his home, in Newark, of paralysis. 
Mr. Griffith was born in Montreal, Canada, 
May 13, 1828. He was the son of a veteran 
of Waterloo. who settled in Canada. Mr. 
Griffith entered the insurance business in 
Montreal when a young man. Mr. Griffith 
was a member of the St. George Society 
and the Colonial Club in New York. He 
was a member of the Newark Board of 
Trade. Mr. Griffith leaves a wife and two 
daughters. 


JOHN H. Pet, a well-known lawyer of 
this city, with offices at 102 Chambers 
Street, died yesterday at “his residence, 6 
East Thirty-sixth Street, in the seventy- 
first year of his age. He was educated at 
Columbia, from which he was graduated in 
1852. He was particularly well known asa 
ciubman, having been a member of the St.

COTTON.—Cotton gained strength again yes- 
terday and was rather more active than of late. 
The market opened steady in tone with prices 
1 to 3 points higher and continued to work 
slowly upward during the rest of the first hour 
on rather nervous demand from room. shorts, 
light speculative buying and supporting orders 
from the south. Spot cotton interests endeavored 
to undo hedge sales in March, made against 
purchases of cotton in spot markets South last 
Fall. On this demand the March option developed 
relatively greater strength than the rest of the 
list, reaching Within 1 point of May at one time, 
whereas but a short time ago the difference was 
a matter of 7 to 8 points. The chief influences 
at work were firm Liverpool cables, a small 
movement at the ports and interior towns, in- 
creasing strength of Southern spot markets, and 
predictions that the receipts during the rest of 
the month would fall short of those for the same 
time last year, each day. The early indica- 
tions were that the ports would fall behind some 
5,000 bales yesterday, and that interior towns 
would lose even more than that amount. This led 
to smaller estimates for the week's ‘in sight,’’ 
and to predictions for a higher market in the im- 
mediate future. Europe, New Orleans, and Wall 
Street were quiet buyers on the rise, and the 
commission contingent sold to secure profits. To- 
ward midday the market eased off a trifle un- 
der a lull in outside support, and under room 
selling for a few pojnta’ reaction. But later in 
the day the whole list rallied on small official

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—There was very

The 
action of foreign markets was rather unimpor- 
tant, except that Liverpool, after an early de- 
cline, turned steadier and closed %d net higher.

The annual report of the Diamond Match 
Company for the year ended Dec. 31, made 
public yesterday, shows net earnings of 
$2,021,072, an increase over the preceding 
year of $6,233, and a total surplus of $1,756,- 
919, as compared with $636,919 in the pre- 
vious year. 

In his annual report President Barber of 
the company says: 

The profits for the last year as shown in the 
report of the auditor only exceed the profits of 
the year before by a few thousand dollars. This 
may be disappointing to the stockholder who 
looks at the annual statement, as made in 
figures, only to learn the earning abilities of the 
company. The management is obliged to look 
further in ordér to anticipate future results, as 
well as to care for the earnings. During the 
past year we have given more attention to im- 
proving the quality of our goods and packages, 
thereby enhancing the reputation of our product 
and making it more difficult for a competitor 
to come into the market at a profit. 

The predictions regarding the trade in England 
made ‘in our annual report are Being realized 
more rapidly than we had anticipated. We have 
succeeded during the year in making a combina- 
tion with the great English match manufactur- 
ers, Bryant & May, on a basis entirely satisfac- 
tory to the management, and I presume to our 
stockholders. All the benefits of this combina- 
tion inure to the Diamond Match Company, as 
the Bryant & May Company receives as its 
share of future profits the same amount per an- 
num that they had earned in 1900, which was 
the lowest per cent. they had made on their 
property for many years. It is the Opinion of 
the management that the value of this transac- 
tion to the Diamond Match Company is over 
$1,000,000, none of which enters into the state- 
ment submitted to-day as a profit. Our foreign 
investment account has not beer increased on 
account of this combination. It is believed that 
by the introduction of .our machinery into the 
Bryant & May works a large increase in earn- 
ings can be made. 

We have added very materially to our product 
during the year by large expenditures for ma- 
chinery and fixtures, which have been charged 
to manufacturing expenses, rather than to, per- 
manent imprévement and investment, and for 
this reason we have made no charge for de- 
preciation. The managément believes that the 
surplus earnings from year to year can be ad- 
vantageously used in extending the trade of the 
company at home and in foreign countries, and 
is looking forward with that end.in view.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


The Canal Improvements Urged by Govs 
Odell and the Cuban Tariff 
to be Continued. 


The Chamber of Commerce will hold its 
regular thly meeting to-day. The 
Chamber will define its attitude upon the 
recommendation of Gov. Odell to spend 
$28,000,000 for the improvement of the 
canals. An elaborate report favoring the 
recommendation is to be presented by the 
Committee on Internal Trade and Improve- 
ment, of which A. Barton Hepburn is 
Chairman. 

The same committee will ask the Cham- 
ber to recommend a State appropriation 
for an exhibit at the St. Louis Exposition. 

Recommendations will also be made that 
the Chamber urge Congress to reduce the 
tariff on Cuban sugar and tobacco, and 
to extend the provisions of the Geary Chi- 
nese exclusion act until the treaty with 
China expires in 1904. 


THE CITY DEPOSITORIES. 
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National City Bank Remains the Munic- 
ipal Clearing Institution. 


Deputy Chamberlain Campbell last night 
gave out the decision of the Banking Com- 
mission, which met in the Mayor’s office 
on Saturday, regarding the city depositories 
for the next three months, The former list 
of designated depositories was named, and 
in addition thereto the Mercantile National 
Bank and the German-American Bank. 

The rate of interest on daily balances of 
city deposits was fixed at 2 per cent. per 
annum, and a resolution was adopted that 
the Chamberlain be requested to use as a 
clearing depository in each borough the 
bank or trust company having the largest 


paid-up capital, surplus, (including undi- 
vided profits,) on Dec. 31, 1901. 

‘Under this,’’ the resolution says, ‘“‘ the 
National City Bank remains the clearing 
bank for the whole city, as heretofore dur- 
ing the past four years, and the Brooklyn 
Trust Company, the Queens County Bank, 
the Twenty-third Ward Bank, and the 
First National Bank of Staten Island are 
the receiving depositories for the respective 


boroughs.”’

EQUITABLE LIFE’S STATEMENT. 


What Is Shown in the Annual Report 


of the Assurance Society. 

The annual statement of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society shows that there 
was outstanding on Dec. 31, 1901, $1,179,- 
276,725 of assurance, following the writing 
of $245,912,087 of new business, which es- 
tablished a record mark in the history of 
the society. The assets are $331,089,720, of 
which $71,129,042 is free and clear above all 
claims for just debts and assurance re- 
serves. The receipt of income amounted to 
$64,374,606, and the payments to policy 
holders for all causes to $27,714,621.

A Plan for Consclidation of Borough 
Libraries Proposed to Mayer Low. 
Vice President James L. Morgan of the 

Brooklyn Library has written to Mayor 

Low of a plan to consolidate the Brooklyn 

Library and the Brooklyn Public Library. 

An act incorporating the two will soon be 


introduced at Albany. The provisions of 


the act are: 

The library to be known as the Brooklyn 
Publie Library, which shalj conform to the Con- 
stitution of the New York Public Library. 

Membership shall be the Mayor. Controller, 
President of the Borough, and twenty-two ad- 
ditional members to be appointed by the 
Mayor, eleven from the Board of Trustees of the 
Prooklyn Library, and eleven from the present 
Board of Directors of the 
Public Library. 

When this incorporation has been accom- 
plished, it is said that the Brooklyn Library 
will convey to the new corporation all of 
the property and estate, subject only to 
the conditions at present binding on the 
Brooklyn Library. This property consits 
of 160,000 volumes and a library building on 
Montague Street, which. combined, are 
werth not less than $1,000,000.

Complained of Treatment Which Jus- 
tice O’Gorman Orders Investigated.

AGREEMENTS BETWEEN HUSBAND AND 
Wire ArtzR SEPARATION.—After Harriet 
M. Dower had separated from her husband, 
William H. Dower, because of his cruel 
treatment, she entered into an agreement 
with him in which it was stipulated that 
they should ~continue to live apart, and 
that he should pay her an annual sum for 
her support. Mrs. Dower was also to re- 
ceive a gross sum in satisfaction of all her 
rights against her husband or in his es- 
tate. In an action by the wife against the 
husband. to recover certain sums alleged to 
be due on the agreement, Justice W. S§. 
Andrews of the Herkimer Trial Term of 
the Supreme Court has given judgment for 
the plaintiff, holding that the agreement 
djid not violate public policy nor the domes- 
tic relations law declaring that ‘‘a hus- 
band and wife cannot contract to alter or 
dissolve the marriage or to relieve the hus- 
band from his liability to.support his wife.” 
“It does not seem to me,”’ says Justice 
Andrews, ‘‘that the contract is one to 
alter or dissolve the marriage. The wife 
had left the husband, as, under the evi- 


dence in the case, she was fully justified 
in doing, and was living apart from him. 
The agreement simply recognized this con- 
dition of affairs, and recognized the right 
of the wife to be freed from disturbance 
and molestation while the separation con- 
tinued. The mutual promise that they 
should continue to live apart conferred no 


‘ new rights upon the wife and deprived the 


husband of none. His cruelty might be 
condoned, it is true, but the contract did 
nothing to prevent such condonation.’”’ 
Neither does Justice Andrews think that 
the contract relieved the husband from his 
liability to support his wife, because the 
agreement ized the ‘obltgation and 
mply regulated the amount.

Work Started by Dr. Theodore G. White !

A work for boys and young men is to be | 


established on the west side below Twenty- 
third Street and west of Fifth Avenue. The 
nucleus of the fund for the same approxi- 
mates $100,000, and is in hand, and there 
has just come to New York from Lincoln 
House, Boston, William A. Clark, to take 
charge of the project. Mr. Clark is consid- 
ered an accession to the list of social work- 
ers in New York, 
izations are trying to secure him for mem- 
bership. The new work will not be exactly 
a settlement house, and, although it grows 
out of a Bible class that used to meet in 
the Episcopal Church of the Holy Com- 
munion, Sixth Avenue and Twentieth 
Street, it will have no religious affiliations. 

For years one of the young men volun- 
teer workers in the Church of the Holy 
Communion was Dr. Theodore G. White, a 
graduate of Columbia and active in the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew. Coming into 
his property last year he took his Bible 
class to the second story of ‘a stable in 
West Seventeenth Street, and members of 
the class performed the work of remaking 
the bare room into a modest clubhouse. 
Suddenly last July, while bathing at Asbury 
Park, Dr. White was taken ill and died. 
Since then a committee of his former boys 
has carried on the work that Dr. White 
started. By will, of which the Rev. W. W. 
Moir of Lake Placid and Theodore B. Starr 
of this city are executors, 
the project a fund approximating $100 000, 
sonfewhat larger, it is said, 
be, but for the generous act of some of 
Dr. White's relatives, who relinquished a 
small claim in order that his idea might 
be carried into effect. 

Of the amount of money left by Dr. 
White, a portion will be at once used to 
purchase a site and put up a part of the 
required building.

MARRIAGE BUREAU TO GO. 


President Cantor Will Introduce a Res- 
olution to Abolish It Owing to 
Charges Made. 

President Cantor will introduce at ihe 
next meeting of the Board of Aldermen a 
resolution to abolish the Marriage Bureau 
in the basement of the City Hall. This ac- 
tion was decided on after the receipt of a 
letter from President Vernon M. Davis of 
the Children’s Society. President Cantor 
said yesterday that he was informed. that 
the Marriage Bureau fostered the ‘‘ Cadet ”’ 
system, and he charged that the persons 
who were in charge of the bureau divided 
the money received for certain marriages. 

Continuing, he said: 

‘I have written to Mr. Davis asking for 
further particulars about the charge that 
young girls under the age of eighteen are 
frequently married in the City Hall without 
the consent of their parents. Also the 
charge that the so-called messengers. of 
the bureau divide between $10 and $25 for 
each marriage.” , 

Alderman Timothy _D. Sullivan, who acts 
as sponsor for the Marriage Bureau, and 
has many of his friends as attaches, said: 

“The Marriage Bureau is necessary. It 
was established by a resolution of the 
Poard of Aldermen, and they will have 
hard work changing the system, as any 
one who will study the matter would 
agree. The trouble 1s that some of these 
fellows around the City Hall want jobs. 
There has not been a seandal connected 
with the Marriage Bureau in four years, 
anc now the anonymous letter writer has 
got to work. The complaints of the last 
few days have been found to be false.’* 

James Weldon. who is in charge of the 
bureau, said: ‘‘ The charges against the 
Marriage Bureau are false. I am a mar- 
ried man with a family, and I have self- 
respect. I say the charges are lies from~™ 
beginning to end. I don’t care about the 
job, but I don’t intend to let people say 
false things about me. I won't stand it.” 


IVEAGH’S ASSAILANT CONVICTED, 


Alexander Horr Found Guilty of Assault 
in First Degree. 


Alexander Horr, who kept a bookstore at 
Avenue, and whose wife rented 
rooms above the store, was found guilty 
yesterday before Judge Newburger and a 
jury in General Sessions of assault’in the 
first degree, he having on Dec. 16 shot a 
tenant, Francis Magennis Iveagh, through 
the chest and abdomen.
